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This  is  the  call  that  brought  into  existance  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor.  Presented  to  the  Mass.  State 
Branch  by  William  Standcumbe,  March  7,  1907 : 


BOSTON,  July  19,  1887. 
To  all  Trades  Unions  of  the  State  of  Mass.: 

GREETING  : 

You  are  already  aware  of  the  action  of  Union 
97  of  the  Cigarmakers*  International  Union  of  America 
in  appointing  a  committee  to  ascertain  the  views  of  the 
different  Unions  as  to  the  advisability  of  calling  a  Cona* 
vention  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  State  Branch  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  the  objects  of  which  are 
to  further  the  organization  and  combination  of  such 
bodies  into  a  National  and  State  Federation,  and  through 
this  method  to  encourage  the  formation  of  local  trades 
and  labor  unions;  for  advancing  the  interests  of  the 
working  classes,  both  in  organization  and  in  legislation; 
and  for  adopting  a  plan  of  general  assistance  in  case  of 
strikes,  lockouts  and  other  difficulties. 

The  Committee,  in  pursuance  of  their  instructions 
communicated  with  the  different  Unions  throughout  the 
State,  and  find  the  sentiment  almost  unanimous  in  favor 
of  such  State  Organization.  Already  the  Carpenters 
and  Joiners,  Hatters,  Lasters,  Bakers,  Brewers,  Granite 
Cutters,  Tailors,  Iron  Moulders,  and  many  others,  are 
favorable  to  the  project. 

THEREFORE,  the  Union  at  its  last  regular 
meeting,  took  the  following  action  : 


1RC90l\)C^,  That,  in  accordance  with  the  general  sentis* 
ment  of  the  Trades  Unions  of  the  State,  we  take 
upon  ourselves  the  liberty  of  calling  a  Conven«* 
tion,  to  be  held  in  New  Era  Hall,  176  Tremont 
Street,  Boston,  on  Monday,  August  22nd,  at  ten 
o'clock,  A.  M. 

1RC0OlVC^,  That  the  basis  of  representation  shall  be  as 
follows:  Each  Union  of  one  hundred  members 
br  less  shall  be  entitled  to  one  delegate,  and  an 
additional  delegate  for  each  hundred  members  or 
mafority  fraction  thereof. 

A  Committee  has  been  appointed  who  will  make 
all  necessary  arrangements  for  the  reception  and  enter** 
tainment  of  delegates,  the  convention  will  in  all  probs* 
ability  continue  two  days- 
It  is  especially  requested  that  Unions  which  do 
not  hold  regular  meetings  before  the  date  of  the  Cons* 
vention  will  call  special  meetings  to  elect  delegates. 

All  Unions  will  please  notify  at  once,  C.  H.  Frost, 
Sec'yt  10  Cambridge  St.,  Boston,  of  the  action  taken 
and  the  names  of  delegates,  that  proper  arrangements 
may  be  made.

FIRST  DAY'S  SESSION,  A.M. 

The  Twenty-second  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  Mass.  State  Branch,  A. 
F.  of  L.,  was  called  to  order  at  lo  A.M. 
in  Town  Hall,  Milford,  Mass. 

President  Edward  Cohen  in  the 
chair. 

President  Cohen  appointed  J.  Mc- 
Carthy of  the  Granite  Workers  of 
Milford,  Sergeant-at-arms,  Frank  Da- 
varon  of  the  Granite  Workers,  Mes- 
senger, J.  R.  Crozier  of  Carriage  and 
Wagon  Workers,  Assistant  Secretary. 

Secretary  Driscoll  read  the  call  of 
the  convention. 

CALL  FOR  CONVENTION. 
To  the   Membership   of    the    Massa- 
chusetts State  Branch  of  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor, 
Greetmg : 

Fellow- Workers :  In  compliance 
with  Article  IV,  of  our  Constitution, 
you  are  hereby  notified  that  the 
twenty-second  annual  Convention  of 
the  Massachusetts  State  Branch  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  will  be 
held  in  the  Town  Hall,  Main  Street, 
Milford,  commencing  lo  a.  m.  Monday, 
October  14th,  1907,  and  continuing 
until  the  business  of  the  Convention  is 
concluded.  '' 

Section  i.  The  basis  of  represen- 
tation in  the  convention  shall  be  as 
follows  :  Each  union  of  200  members 
or  less  attached  to  a  national  or  inter- 
national union,  when  one  is  in  exist- 
ence, shall  be  entitled  to  one  delegate, 
and  an  additional  delegate  for  the  next 
200  or  majority  fraction  thereof ;  but 
no  union  shall  be  allowed  more  than 
five  representatives.  Each  central 
labor  union  composed  of  miscellaneous 
bodies  shall  be  entitled  to  two  dele- 
gates ;  but  no  union  withdrawing  from 
the  State  Federation  shall  be  entitled 
to  representation  unless  it  has  re-affili- 
ated at  least  three  months  prior  to  the 
holding  of  the  convention.  Unions, 
unless  organized  within  sixty  days  of 
date  of  convention,  must  join  the  State 
Branch  at  least  two  months  prior  to 
date  of  convention. 

Sec.  2.     No  organization  which  has 


seceded  from  any  local,  national  or 
international  organization  shall  be  al- 
lowed a  representative  or  recognition 
in  this  Federation. 

Sec.  3.  Delegates  shall  not  be  en- 
titled to  a  seat  in  the  convention  of 
this  body  unless  their  organization  is 
in  good  standing,  as  defined  in  Article 
IV,  Section  4. 

Sec.  4.  Any  organization  affiliated 
with  this  Federation  not  paying  its  per 
capita  tax  on  or  before  the  15th  of 
each  month  will  be  notified  of  the  fact 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Federation, 
and  if  at  the  end  of  three  months  it  is 
still  in  arrears,  it  may,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Executive  Council,  be  sus- 
pended from  membership  in  the  Fed- 
eration, and  can  only  be  reinstated 
upon  payment  of  all  arrears. 

Sec.  5.  Only  bona  fide  wage  work- 
ers, who  are  not  members  of,  or  eligi- 
ble to,  membership  in  other  trade 
unions,  are  eligible  as  delegates  from 
Federal  Labor  Unions. 

Hotel  accommodations  have  been 
secured,  at  the  Rockingham  Hotel, 
Main  street,  which  will  be  the  head- 
quarters, rates  $2.00  per  day,  also  at 
the  Lincoln  Hotel,  Lincoln  Square, 
Manion  Hotel,  Main  street,  William 
Hotel,  Main  street.  Mansion  House. 
Main  street,  all  at  the  rate  of  $2.00  per 
day ;  these  hotels  are  all  within  a  few 
minutes  walk  from  the  Depot. 

We  sincerely  trust  that  the  united 
efforts  of  organized  labor  will  assist  in 
making  our  next  convention  at  Mil- 
ford, the  strongest  numerically,  and 
the  most  powerful  intellectually,  ever 
held,  in  the  annals  of  our  State  Branch. 

It  becomes  necessary  to  have  these 
two  qualifications  well  represented  in 
Milford  as  we  have  very  many  per- 
plexing problems  to  solve,  so  as  to  en- 
able the  organized  workers  of  our 
Commonwealth  to  raise  the  standard 
of  our  living  condition  and  a  better 
possibility  to  extend  our  efforts  on 
behalf  of  our  women  and  children  to 
live  the  life  granted  to  us  by  our  con- 
stitution of  these  United  States  of 
America. 

It  should  be  the  aim  of  our  State 
Branch  in  convention,  to  cement  their 
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action  so  firmly,  that  we  may  be  in  a 
position  to  strike  terror  into  the  hearts 
of  our  avowed  enemies  [Employers 
Association]  and  be  welcomed  by  those 
for  whom  we  are  continually  striving 
to  uplift. 

With  these  principles  in  view,  we 
ask  your  earnest  co-operation,  by 
selecting  from  your  several  affiliated 
bodies,  the  men  or  women  whom  in 
your  wisdom,  can  best  cope  with  the 
important  matters  which  will  be  pre- 
sented for  consideration  at  our  next 
convention  at  Milford,  Oct.  14th,  1907.

Mr.  CARNEY: 

Mr.  President,  and  Delegates  to  this 
Convention  : 

As  president  of  the  Milford  Central 
Labor  Union,  I  deem  it  a  compliment 
and  honor  to  express  their  greetings 
to  the  town  of  Milford.  We  of  the 
Central  Labor  Union  of  Milford  are 
proud  of  the  opportunity  to  extend  the 
hand  of  true  fellowship  and  here  and 
now  tender  our  sincere  thanks  to  the 
delegates  at  the  last  State  Convention 
who  selected  our  fair  town  as  the  place 
for  this  convention.  Again,  gentle- 
men, I  have  the  honor  of  extending 
you  a  hearty  welcome.  Stay  as  long 
as  you  can  and  I  sincerely  hope  when 
you  return  to  your  homes  and  families 
that  you  can  bring  back  fond  recollec- 
tions from  the  town  we  so  dearly  love. 

Mr.  COHEN: 

As  a  representative  of  the  Town  of 
Milford,  we  have  with  us  a  gentleman 
who  desires  in  the  name  of  this  town 
to  extend  the  same  courteous  welcome 
as  has  been  extended  to  you  by  organ- 
ized labor.     The  gentleman,  I  desire 


to  introduce  at  this  time  is  Mr.  Heath,, 
Chairman  of  the  Selectmen  of  the 
Town  of  Milford. 

Mr.  L.  E.  HEATH  : 

Mr.  President  and  Gentleman  of  the 
Convention : 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Selectman  and  in 
behalf  of  my  colleagues  on  the  Board 
of  the  town  to,  welcome  you  to  this 
good  old  town  of  Milford. 

You  will  find  our  citizens  a  hospit- 
able class  of  men,  our  women,  —  God 
bless  them,  —  handsome,  intelligent, 
making  good  wives  and  mothers.  And 
I  will  add  that  we  have  left  a  few 
young  ladies  to  whom  I  call  the  atten- 
tion of  our  unmarried  visitors. 

Although  we  are  large  enough  to 
have  a  city  charter,  yet  we  still  keep 
up  our  system  of  our  old  town  govern- 
ment for  we  love  our  dear  old  town 
meeting  with  the  heated  arguments, 
sometimes  coming  almost  to  blows, 
but  being  adjusted  after  the  meeting 
is  over. 

We  invite  your  attention  to  ovir  pub- 
lic buildings,  to  this  large  hall,  to  our 
beautiful  Memorial  Building,  dedi- 
cated to  the  Soldiers  and  Sailors  of 
the  Civil  War  and  by  the  way  we  sent 
1200  men  from  Milford  to  the  front 
during  the  Civil  War  and  we  are  proud 
of  it. 

We  are  a  busy,  busthng  town ;  at 
present  our  granite  industry  is  partly 
idle  and  we  have  the  finest  building 
granite  in  the  world  and  in  quantities, 
near  the  railroad  and  thus  easy  for 
shipment.  It  would  be  interesting  for 
some  of  our  visitors  to  visit  ovir  quar- 
ries for  on  the  grounds  you  will  find 
the  whole  stone,  columns  all  cut  and 
ready  for  shipment. 

We  are  not  a  rich  town  as  towns  go 
in  valuation,  but  we  are  rich  in  the 
multitude  of  homes  owned  by  our 
working  men,  and  in  that  respect  we 
are  rich  indeed.  V\'e  have  no  corpora- 
tion houses  owned  as  such  except  a 
few  buildings  of  the  railroad  company, 
and  I  must  say  in  justice  to  Mrs. 
Palmer  of  Hopedalethat  although  she 
built  a  place,  it  is  rented  to  the  em- 
ployees at  a  nominal  rent. 

It  is  an  honor  to  address  you  who 
are  representing  the  workers  of  the 
state,  and  if  in  the  discussion  for 
which  this  Convention  was  called, 
some  comfort,  some  hope,  some  help 
for  the  working  man,  more  chance  to 
educate  his  children,  more  ways  for 
the  hard-working  fathers  and  mothers, 
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if  from  that  something  should  spring 
to  help  them  you  have  clone  a  noble 
work.  It  is  a  fact  that  the  happiest 
people  in  the  world,  the  ones  who  en- 
joy life  best  if  they  have  fairly  good 
wages  and  steady  work,  are  the  work- 
ing people.  They  have  a  contentment 
and  happiness  that  no  rich  man  or 
capitalist  can  ever  aspire  to  obtain, 
for  though  money  may  bring  luxury 
and  gratify  many  wishes,  yet  in  the 
control  of  it  oftentimes  comes  discon- 
tent, unhapiness,  ill  health  and  some- 
times crime.  Ever  since  Adam  was 
driven  out  of  the  Garden  of  Eden  for 
a  little  brainstorm  error,  man  has  been 
compelled  to  earn  his  bread  by  the 
sweat  of  his  brow  and  yet  I  wager  that 
the  working  man  of  to-day  is  happier 
than  Adam  ever  was  in  Eden,  so  I  say 
God  bless  the  workingman.  May  he 
still  have  more  comforts,  assisting  him 
always  in  his  honest  endeavors  of  life. 
Yet  I  know  that  he  is  happier,  far 
happier  than  his  rich  brother,  happier 
and  more  contented  in  himself  and  his 
family. 

You  will  pardon  me  if  I  invite  your 
attention  to  our  Emigration  Law  which 
I  claim  is  too  lax.  While  we  welcome 
all  self-supporting  emigrants  that  will 
respect  our  laws  and  make  desirable 
citizens,  yet  there  is  a  large  class  of 
persons  emigrating  to  this  country  who 
are  troublesome  and  make  undesirable 
citizens  who  respect  no  law  and  call 
liberty  license  to  do  what  they  please. 
Now  this  is  all  wrong  and  it  should  be 
corrected  by  the  most  drastic  means 
possible.  What  is  good  citizenship  ? 
I  say  honest  dealing,  one  with  the 
other,  —  thrift,  industry,  love  of  coun- 
try, respectful  laws  of  land,  and  by  the 
way  if  you  will  allow  me  I  will  read  an 
extract  from  a  subject  by  our  late, 
lamented  President,  William  McKin- 
ley,  at  the  dedication  of  a  statue  in 
1895.  He  said:  "Peace  and  honor 
and  security  and  liberty  are  safe  as 
long  as  love  of  country  burns  in  the 
hearts  of  the  people.  It  should  not  be 
forgotten,  however,  that  liberty  does 
not  mean  lawlessness.  Liberty  to 
make  our  own  laws  does  not  give  us 
license  to  break  them".  Liberty  to 
make  our  own  laws  means  a  duty  to 
observe  them  ourselves  and  to  force 
obedience  within  our  own  jurisdiction. 
Responsibility  is  duty  and  that  duty  is 
to  preserve  the  unquestionable  liberty 
we  enjoy  within  the  law,  for  the  law 
and  by  the  law." 

Gentleman,  I  hope  your  convention 


will  be  harmonious  and  that  out  of  it 
will  come  good  for  all  mankind. 
I  thank  you  for  your  attention. 

President  Cohen  made  the  following 
remarks  in  response  to  the  addresses 
of  welcome : 

(President  Cohen,  in  response  to  Mr.  Heath.) 

Mr.  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men : 

In  answering  for  the  convention  to 
your  eloquent  address  of  welcome,  I 
desire  to  thank  you  in  giving  us  the 
privilege  of  selecting  some  of  your  un- 
occupied beauty  that  exists  in  this 
town. 

Glad  to  hear  that  your  granite  works 
are  such  a  solid  industry  in  this  town 
of  yours.  Our  labor  movement  stands 
higher  and  stronger  than  all  the  gran- 
ite quarries  that  are  in  this  country. 
We  have  gone  further  in  our  improve- 
ment of  the  labor  element  than  all  the 
machinery  that  has  been  invented  in 
bringing  rough  stone  to  the  building  of 
buildings.  I  desire  to  state  here  and 
and  now  that  our  labor  movement 
recognizes  that  there  are  no  undesir- 
able citizens  come  to  these  shores  of 
ours.  Every  man  or  woman  who  is 
seeking  the  hospitality  of  this  countrj' 
for  a  livelihood  is  welcomed  by  the 
labor  movement,  for  although  it  is  an 
unpolished  piece  of  granite  that  comes 
to  our  shores,  we,  the  labor  movement 
will  make  them  as  perfect  and  as  well 
polished  as  any  tool  or  piece  of 
machinery  or  law  can  make  our  citizens 
or  the  piece  of  granite. 

We  are  very  thankful  for  the  offer 
that  you  have  made  us  and  we  desire 
to  thank  you  for  the  intellect  and 
intelligence  displayed  here  b}'  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  through  its  chair- 
man but  we  do  desire  to  say  this, 
that  our  labor  union  industrial  law 
needs  more  than  1200  men  from  the 
town  of  Milford  to  come  to  the  fore 
and  assist  us  in  giving  as  many  homes 
to  be  owned  by  the  men  who  work  in 
Hopedale  as  the  men  who  own  their 
own  homes  in  Milford.  We  desire 
that  Milford  will  assist  us  b}- giving  us 
as  many  organized  men  whereby  Hope- 
dale  will  be  as  pleasant  a  haven  for  the 
men  who  work  there  as  Milford  has 
been  stated  to  be  by  the  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

We  thank  you  Mr.  Chairman  in  the 
name  of  organized  labor  for  the  hearty 
welcome  you  gave  us  this  morning  and 
we  can  assure  you  our  meeting  will  be 
just  as  peaceful,  as  your  town  meetings 
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have  been  in  the  past.  Our  labor 
union  does  not  legislate  for  the  locality. 
Our  labor  movement  is  a  world  wide 
movement  and  the  legislation  we  do 
here  goes  forth  to  the  world  and  we  as 
a  rule  set  the  pace  in  Massachusetts 
for  the  rest  of  the  United  States. 

I  thank  you  for  your  attendance  and 
I  hope  that  more  such  men  as  you  will 
attend  our  convention  before  we  ad- 
journ.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

GENERAL. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the 
Twenty-second  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor. 

Greeting: 

In  the  convening  of  this  our  twenty- 
second  annual  convention,  another 
memorable  chapter  has  been  added  to 
the  great  work  of  uplifting  the  condi- 
tions of  our  fellow-workers,  irrespec- 
tive of  their  affiliations. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  by  the 
strenuous  efforts  of  our  organized 
movement  the  large  majority  of  the 
population  of  our  Commonwealth  are 
the  recipients  of  some  betterment  of 
their  industrial  condition. 

Many  of  my  fellow-delegates  will  re- 
call the  institution  of  this,  our  State 
Branch,  when  in  1887,  July  19th,  a  call 
emanated  from  Cigarmakers'  Union, 
No.  97  of  Boston  for  the  formation  of 


just  such  an  organization  as  we  have 
here  to-day. 

Cigarmakers,  Carpenters,  Hatters, 
Lasters,  Bakers,  Brewers,  Granite  Cut- 
ters, Tailors  and  Iron  Moulders,  were 
of  the  first  unions  to  answer  the  call  to 
launch  the  industrial  craft  '•  State 
Branch." 

This  great  day,  the  opening  of  this 
grand  organized  Vessel  of  Labor, 
marks  one  of  the  greatest  epochs  of 
of  trades  unionism,  that  this  Common- 
wealth has  ever  witnessed.  Our  ef- 
forts must  still  continue  in  the  line  of 
advancement,  for  if  past  history  is  to 
repeat  itself,  I  feel  fully  assured  with 
the  assistance  of  the  men  who  so  gen- 
erously donated  their  time,  and  who 
make  such  great  sacrifices  of  self- 
denial,  our  future  is  very  bright.  The 
great  tendency  towards  trades  union- 
ism under  the  auspices  of  the  A.  F.  of 
L.  in  our  Commonwealth  last  year,  has 
proven  conclusively  that  our  organized 
method  for  improved  sanitary,  indus- 
trial and  mental  condition  has  been 
an  unparalleled  success. 

Your  honorable  body  at  the  close  of 
your  last  Convention  had  instructed 
your  officers  to  pursue  a  campaign  of 
defeating  our  political  enemies,  and 
endeavoring  to  elect  our  political 
friends.  We  have  carried  out  your  in- 
structions to  the  best  of  our  ability  as 
this  year's  legislation  has  shown, 
but  better  results  could  have  been  at- 
tained had  our  labors  the  support 
which  is  necessary  in  such  directions. 
Many  of  our  representative  labor  men 
either  kept  silent  on  the  issue,  refused 
their  services,  and  in  some  instances 
obstructed  the  work  which  you  in  con- 
vention assembled  in  Lawrence,  as- 
signed to  your  officers. 

During  the  year  several  of  our  affili- 
ated bodies,  having  been  stu-red  up  to 
riot  by  a  notorious  Yellow  Journal, 
made  a  strong  effort  to  use  our  state 
organization  for  the  advancement  of 
"  its  "  particular  political  policy,  but 
your  Executive  officers  foiled  it  in  its 
attempt. 

We  find  during  the  interim  of  our 
Convention  that  many  of  our  affiliated 
bodies  have  been  in  receipt  of  an  ad- 
vance in  wage  and  a  shortening  of 
their  workday.  It  is  but  fair  to  pre- 
sume that  these  accessions  to  laboring 
classes  of  our  Commonwealth  has  only 
been  obtained  through  the  solidarity  of 
organized  labor,  under  the  grand  flag 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor. 

Many  of  our  unions  who  have  been 
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persistent  fighters  for  the  eight  hour 
law,  should,  in  my  opinion,  (to  be  con- 
sistent) eradicate  from  their  constitu- 
tions and  by-laws  the  different  clauses 
referring  to  overtime,  unless  in  a  very 
extraordinary  case  of  an  emergency. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  owing 
to  the  many  increases  secured  in  wages 
that  all  our  affiliated  unions  consider 
the  necessity  of  the  payment  of  higher 
dues  and  assessments,  with  the  object 
in  view  of  creating  defense  funds  for 
the  further  maintaining  of  that  which 
they  have  already  secured,  and  for  the 
further  betterment  of  their  conditions 
and  also  to  resist  the  onslaughts  which 
are  continually  being  made  against  our 
movement  by  unscrupulous  employers 
in  the  use  of  our  Courts,  by  the  indis- 
criminate issuance  of  Injunctions. 

We  have  still  many  sections  of  our 
State  unorganized  and  many  large  in- 
dustries that  need  the  attention  of  sev- 
eral of  our  International  bodies  to 
send  organizers  here  and  endeavor  to 
bring  such  employes  who  follow  their 
vocation  in  the  places  above  men- 
tioned, into  the  folds  of  Unions  of 
their  calling.  Realizing  that  our 
movement  is  not  perfect,  but  progres- 
sive, we  desire  to  impress  upon  the 
minds  of  all  thinking  men  and  women, 
that  the  trade  union  movement  of  to- 
day is  the  highest  and  best  developed 
working  class  institution  thus  far 
evolved  and  would  suggest  that  our 
best  endeavors  be  put  in  action  to  in- 
duce all  workers  to  enroll  themselves 
upon  the  rosters  of  their  various  trade 
organizations.

UNION  LABEL. 

The  Union  Label  is  to-day  one  of 
the  strongest  factors  toward  the  solu- 
tion of  the  labor  problem  that  it  is 
necessary  to  devote  our  time,  thought, 
and  energy  in  educating  the  workers 
to  buy  union  labelled  goods.  In  fact 
the  demand  for  the  Union-made  article 
bearing  the  union  label  has  been  the 
means  of  organizing  many  new  crafts 
and  strengthening  many  of  the  older 
trades. 

Its  appearance  on  articles  of  neces- 
sity and  luxury  enlists  the  sympathy  of 
the  consumer  against  sweat-shop  and 
child,  trust  and  convict  made  labor. 
It  brings  to  the  struggle  of  organized 
labor  the  support  of  those  outside  of 
the  industrial  field,  who  support  the 
union  label,  because  of  the  industrial 
and  social  evils  it  helps  to  eradicate 
and  the  universal  good  it  is  doing. 

The  Union  Label  is  the  most  potent 
weapon  against  avaricious  and  un- 
scrupulous employes.  Those  trade 
unions  recognized  as  the  foremost  ex- 
ponents of  the  union  label,  enjoy  the 
most  peace,  suffer  few  strikes  and 
practically  no  reduction  in  wages  and 
conditions  in  their  trade  are  steadily 
shaping  towards  improvement.  The 
Union  label  wields  an  influence  which, 
wisely  directed,  assures  union  pro- 
gress, and  promotion  of  the  workers' 
interest. 

Many  millions  of  union  made  dollars 
are  spent  annually  on  non-union  made 
goods,  which  if  disbursed  in  the  direc- 
tion of  union  made  goods,  by  our  fel- 
low unionists,  would  not  alone  benefit 
the  producer  but  also  the  consumer. 
Hence  every  union  person  purchasing 
non-labelled  goods  is  responsible  for 
maintaining  a  force  of  unfair  employ- 
ers and  employes  to  give  battle  to  our 
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organized  label  crafts. 

We  would  therefore  recommend  that 
all  our  affiliated  bodies  insert  in  their 
laws  governing  their  respective  union 
the  following  order  of  business  "  Label 
Agitation."  We  would  also  recom- 
mend under  this  heading  that  a  fac- 
simile of  all  labels  endorsed  by  ihe 
American  Federation  of  Labor  be 
pasted  in  every  union  person's  due 
book. 

We  again  wish  to  call  your  attention 
that  strenuous  efforts  should  be  used 
in  bringing  about  the  universal  recog- 
nition of  labels,  cards,  buttons,  and 
such  other  devices  as  are  adopted  by 
unions  as  a  recognition  of  the  fair  con- 
ditions under  which  the  label  crafts  are 
working. 

ENJOINMENT  PROCEEDINGS. 

The  pernicious  efforts  of  the  Em- 
ployers' Association  of  Massachusetts 
in  endeavoring  to  tear  down  organized 
labor,  using  the  Teamsters'  Strike  as  a 
pretext  to  enforce  its  obnoxious  and 
malicious  subterfuge  of  misquoting  the 
demand  of  Teamsters'  Union  Local 
No.  25  for  a  closed  shop. 

The  public  were  not  willing  to  be 
hoodwinked  by  the  representatives  of 
the  Master  Teamsters  (George  B.  Hugo 
and  Major  Albion  Pease)  investigated 
the  status  of  the  conflict  and  to  the 
credit  of  public  opinion  sympathy  was 
extended  to  the  suffering  wage  earner. 

As  a  result  of  the  sympathetic  feel- 
ing for  the  employe,  the  notorious  open 
shop,  trade  union  wrecker,  George  B. 
Hugo, discovered  that  his  Beer  Bottltng 
industry  on  Shawmut  Avenue,  Boston, 
was  very  visibly  decreasing. 

It  was  then,  that  when  this  emissary 
of  the  Employers'  Association,  George 
B.  Hugo,  who  in  previous  years  by  his 
attitude  and  his  notorious  speech  at 
the  Beer  Bottlers'  Convention,  invited 
organized  labor  to  place  his  name  on 
the  "  We  don't  patronize  list  "  claim- 
ing it  was  the  best  method  that  labor 
could  pursue  in  advertising  his  open 
shop  Bottled  Beer  as  he  was  increasing 
his  sales. 

But,  alas,  the  square  dealing  public 
disgusted  at  the  methods  of  the  Shaw- 
mut Avenue  Beer  Bottler,  decided  to 
prevent  their  shekels  reverting  to  his 
treasury,  and  as  a  result  of  such  action 
Mr.  George  B.  Hugo  invoked  the  aid 
of  the  Courts  to  enjoin  the  officers  of 
your  State  Branch  and  other  affiliated 
bodies  from  interferring  with  his  busi- 
ness, but  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  at 
the  present  time  of  writing,  the  Courts 


have  not  had  presented  to  them  by  Mr. 
George  B.  Hugo  enough  evidence  to 
show  that  the  officers  of  the  several 
labor  unions  were  guilty  of  any  of  the 
offences  complained  of  by  the  notorious 
Shawmut  Avenue  Beer  Bottler. 

Our  case  at  present  stands  in  statu 
quo.  We  would  recommend  to  this 
convention  that  your  officers  be  in- 
structed to  demand  a  speedy  trial  of 
this  suit  so  that  a  decision  may  be  ren- 
dered, whether  organized  labor  is  re- 
sponsible for  the  spontaneous  sympa- 
thetic feeling  of  a  square  dealing  pub- 
lic in  the  withdrawal  of  its  patronage 
from  a  man  whose  only  boast  is,  that 
he  is  desirous  of  dragging  down  honest 
workers  to  a  state  of  starvation  and 
degradation,  because  they  have  the 
temerity  of  being  members  of  a  labor 
organization  for  the  betterment  of 
their  condition,  for  the  purpose  of  col- 
lective bargaining  and  for  the  raising 
of  the  standard  of  the  American  home. 

TRADE  AGREEMENTS. 

It  will  be  noted,  with  satisfaction, 
that  trade  agreements  between  em- 
ployers of  labor  and  unions  of  workers 
are  increasing  in  number  from  year  to 
year. 

For  a  time,  such  agreements  between 
local  bodies  and  employers  did  not 
prove  of  value  because  local  conditions 
would  arise  which  were  calculated  to 
disrupt  contract  relations.  Of  late 
years,  there  is  a  tendency  to  make 
trade  agreements  more  binding  by 
having  the  contracts  made  between 
the  firm  and  the  international  union, 
or  were  made  with  the  local  union, 
that  the  international  becomes  respon- 
sible by  signing  the  agreement  in  con- 
junction with  the  local. 

The  form  of  agreement  is  proving 
much  superior  to  the  local  form  and  is 
a  powerful  influence  in  preventing 
hasty  and  ill-considerd  strikes. 

The  executive  officers  of  interna- 
tional unions,  reaUzing  the  responsi- 
bility resting  upon  them,  and  knowing 
that  the  value  of  their  advice  and 
judgment  is  going  to  be  measured,  will 
in  nearly  every  case  render  a  fair  de- 
cision in  the  direction  of  recognizing 
the  rights  of  all  concerned  in  the  dis- 
pute. 

I  wish  to  impress  upon  this  conven- 
tion my  conviction  that  the  faithful 
observance  of  trade  agreements  by 
trade  unionists  will  do  much  to  impress 
upon  the  general  public  the  fact  that 
trade  unions  professing  and  practicing 
high  ideals  are  institutions  worthy  of 
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the  fullest  recognition  and  confidence. 
OPEN  SHOP. 

Open  Shop,  so-called,  is  an  avowed 
intention  of  its  advocates  to  disrupt 
our  labor  organizations  and  to  nullify 
the  utility  of  our  Union  Employes  on 
fair  and  clean  made  products.  We 
have  invariably  experienced  the  re- 
sults accruing  from  the  so-called  open 
shop,  that  it  creates- discord  among 
the  employes,  it  causes  inhuman  com- 
petition among  the  workers,  it  creates 
a  feeling  of  distrust  in  the  shops  and 
factories  where  the  open  shop  exists, 
it  tends  to  make  cowards  of  men,  it 
robs  every  person  employed  under  the 
conditions  imposed  upon  them  by  the 
so-called  open  shop,  of  their  constitu- 
tional right  of  banding  together  mutu- 
ally for  the  betterment  of  their  condi- 
tion. It  is  the  most  infamous  method 
of  blacklisting  a  trades  unionist  that 
has  been  perpetrated  upon  them.  It 
therefore  becomes  obligatory  upon  the 
part  of  our  organizations  to  resist  all 
attempts  made  by  the  advocates  of  the 
so-called  Open  Shoppers,  in  their  en- 
deavors to  inject  their  un-American 
methods  of  disruption  of  our  unions. 

We  must  at  all  times  rally  to  the 
support  of  our  fellow-man,  who  is  the 
subject  of  victimization  at  the  hands 
of  the  Associations  whose  object  is 
purely  the  tearing  down  of  the  institu- 
tion that  has  done  so  much  to  elevate 
mankind.     Trades  Unions. 

McNeill  monument. 

On  May  30,  1907,  The  Massachu- 
setts State  Branch  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  erected  a  most 
fitting  and  beautiful  monument  sacred 
to  the  memory  of  the  father  of  the 
eight-hour  movement.  The  eulogy 
was  delivered  by  Mr.  Gompers,  Presi- 
dent of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor,  who  acquitted  himself  most 
creditably,  befitting  the  occasion. 
James  Duncan,  First  Vice-President  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
also  lent  some  of  his  eloquence  and 
left  a  deep  impression  on  the  large 
audience  who  attended  the  ceremonies 
of  unveiling  the  monument. 

Governor  Curtis  Guild,  Jr.,  sent  a 
letter  of  regret,  owing  to  his  having  to 
represent  the  Commonwealth  in  New 
York  while  the  unveiling  of  two  statues 
of  sons  of  Massachusetts  took  place  in 
the  Hall  of  Fame. 

We  also  had  present  with  us  Mayor 
Fitzgerald  of  Boston  who  in  his  elo- 
quent remarks  extolled  George  E.  Mc- 


Neill for  his  unselfish  actions  in  ad- 
vancing the  conditions  of  the  labor 
world  toward  gaining  a  short  day. 

Mr.  Henry  Abrahams,  Secretary  of 
the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union,  de- 
livered an  address  which  was  full  of 
pathos,  and  one  which  struck  the  sym- 
pathetic audience  to  such  an  extent 
that  very  few  dry  eyes  were  left  before 
he  had  closed  his  eulogy. 

Owing  to  the  severe  illness  of  Frank 
K.  Foster,  he  was  unable  to  utter  a 
word  for  his  life-long  friend  George  E. 
McNeill. 

Arthur  H.  Huddell,  President  of  the 
Boston  Central  Labor  Union  intro- 
duced Edward  Cohen,  President  of  the 
State  Branch  as  the  presiding  officer 
during  the  ceremonies. 

In  connection  with  the  above  I  would 
recommend  that  the  picture  of  the 
monument  be  inserted  in  the  proceed- 
ings of  our  convention  and  a  copy  be 
sent  to  the  President  of  every  Inter- 
national and  National  Union  request- 
ing him  to  publish  the  same  in  their 
official  journal. 

STATE  BRANCHES  AND  THEIR 
USEFULNESS. 

Our  State  Branch  has  again  shown 
itself  as  the  Premier  of  its  kind.  Our 
affiliations  during  the  year  (1907)  has 
shown  that  the  work  assumed  by  state 
bodies  in  preventing  victimization  of 
men  acting  on  committees,  has  borne 
fruit,  and  owing  to  the  officers  of  the 
State  Branch  acting  as  concilliators  in 
time  of  trade  disputes,  our  Branch  has 
been  directly  responsible  for  men  em- 
ployed in  State,  Cities  and  Towns  and 
private  employment,  for  the  shortening 
of  their  hours  of  labor  and  the  increase 
of  their  wages.  We  are  continually 
on  the  alert  where  opportunity  presents 
itself,  in  our  endeavors  to  form  new 
unions  and  help  the  older  ones  in 
maintaining  their  inherent  rights. 

The  State  Branch  as  a  result  of 
their  usefulness  to  the  laboring  ele- 
ment in  our  Commonwealth  has  on 
many  occasions  been  requested  to  ex- 
press your  opinions  on  several  legisla- 
tive and  industrial  questions,  and  in- 
variably have  received  concessions 
which  have  benefitted  organized  labor. 

Your  State  Branch  has  been  honored 
by  having  its  President  appointed  on 
the  commission  of  Commerce  and  In- 
dustry. 

The  State  Branch  can  again  be 
effective  in  the  coming  year  by  keep- 
ing aloof  from  party  politics  and  main- 
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tain  its  position  as  laid  down  by  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  viz : 
work  for  the  men  who  have  done  their 
full  duty  to  the  workers,  in  their  re- 
spective legislative  bodies. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  an  ex- 
change of  delegates  of  all  New  England 
State  Branches  would  be  conducive  of 
good  results  to  each  Branch.  Our 
trade  conditions  in  New  England  have 
a  very  close  similarity  and  wages  and 
hours  are  so  very  much  diversified  in 
our  separate  New  England  States,  that 
an  expression  of  opinion  of  the  several 
fratetnal  delegates  may  be  a  means  of 
bringing  about  uniformity  of  Child 
Labor  Laws,  Label  Laws,  School  Age 
Limit,  and  working  hours  for  women 
and  minors.  Our  State  Branch  has 
shown  its  activity  by  its  officers  having 
formed  and  assisted  in  the  formation 
of  several  new  unions. 

We  would  request  that  when  our 
Convention  adjourns  and  each  dele- 
gate leaves  for  his  respective  destina- 
tions, the  extra  efforts  should  be  made 
in  extending  the  usefulness  of  the 
State  Branch  by  the  advocacy  of  affilia- 
tion. 

LEGISLATION. 

Owing  to  the  severe  illness  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Legislative  Commit- 
tee (Frank  K.  Foster)  of  Boston  it  was 
found  necessary  to  appoint  a  legisla- 
tive agent  to  conduct  hearings  and 
watch  legislation  continually.  I  ap- 
pointed Secretary-Treasurer  Driscoll 
temporarily,  (pending  our  next  meet- 
ing of  the  Executive  Council)  to  act  as 
our  agent.  Secretary-DriscoU  was  con- 
firmed at  the  first  meeting  held,  after 
his  temporary  appointment. 

Many  hearings  were  brought  about 
upon  bills  that  were  clandestinely 
entered  by  the  notorious  employers' 
association,  which,  were  it  not  for  the 
vigilance  of  our  agent,  would  never 
had  an  opposing  opinion  expressed 
upon  them.  But  however,  we  managed 
to  obtain  hearings  on  these  bills  which 
were  aimed  at  the  disruption  of  our 
organization,  and  they  were  finally 
beaten  in  Committee.  The  Acts  in 
question  will  be  brought  to  your  con- 
sideration by  your  legislative  commit- 
tee in  its  report. 

I  would  recommend  that  all  our  ef- 
forts should  be  put  forward  in  still 
furthering  labor  legislation  on  the  lines 
that  have  been  laid  down  in  the  past  by 
persistence  in  the  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing bills :  Picketing,  Anti-Injunc- 
tion,   Employers'     Liability,    Women 


Suffrage,  Workers'  Compensation 
Act,  and  such  other  legislative  matters 
as  may  tend  to  relieve  the  condition  of 
our  fellow-workers.  Our  slogan  in  our 
next  campaign  should  be  Forward  and 
Onward. 

1  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Convention  to  the  following  fact.  That 
at  all  hearings  at  the  State  House 
(1907)  all  proposed  labor  legislation 
was  strongly,  bitterly  and  maliciously 
opposed  by  the  representatives  of  the 
Employers'  and  Master  Builders'  As- 
sociation. 

WAGE  EARNERS'  CLUBS. 

Clubs  organized  under  the  auspices 
of  wage  earners  should  attempt  to 
carry  out  the  full  significance  that  the 
name  implies.  During  the  last  cam- 
paign a  number  of  our  wage  earners' 
clubs  were  engulfed  in  the  vortex  of  a 
political  party  which  posed  as  the 
Messiah  of  the  working  classes.  We 
would  again  advise  the  formation  of 
clubs,  whereb}'  they  can  maintain  the 
balance  of  power  with  the  political 
parties  who  are  seeking  their  franchise, 
but  in  no  instance  allow  petty  or  party 
politicians  to  capture  the  club  with  the 
object  in  view  of  delivering  your  votes 
for  their  own  personal  agrandizement. 
I  would  advise  that  all  candidates  for 
office  wishing  to  receive  your  support 
at  the  polls  be  requested  to  appear  be- 
fore your  clubs  and  that  they  be 
pledged  to  support  all  bills  recom- 
mended by  our  Convention,  and  that 
they  present  (if  elected)  no  bill  affect- 
ing labor's  interest,  without  first  con- 
sulting the  Executive  Council  and  the 
Legislative  Committee  of  the  State 
Branch.  Our  reason  for  making  this 
request,  as  logical,  has  been  illustrated 
in  our  last  Legislature- 
Bills  were  presented  by  individuals, 
marked  labor,  but  were  a  direct  ob- 
struction to  measures  presented  bj'our 
legislative  agent,  notably.  The  Picket- 
ing Bill, Injunction  Bill  and  Employers' 
Liability  Bill.  Not  wishing  a  repeti- 
tion of  such  use  that  had  been  made 
of  our  Wage  Earners  Clubs,  we  call 
j^our  attention  to  maintain  the  integrity 
and  the  literal .  meaning  and  use  of 
your  clubs. 

EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL 
The  Executive  Council  has  met  as 
occasions  have  required,  and  during 
their  early  sessions  have  acted  in  a 
favorable  manner  on  all  matters  refer- 
red to  them  at  your  last  Convention. 
Man}^  resolutions  committed  to  them 
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have  brought  about  the  desired  results 
to  the  unions  presenting  them.  Much 
work  has  been  performed  by  your  Ex- 
ecutive Council  gratis,  owing  to  the 
dues  of  many  of  our  affiliated  unions 
being  held  back  until  the  last  moment. 

Another  cause  which  has  prevented 
your  Council  in  performing  as  much 
labor  as  they  would  like  to  have  ac- 
complished, was  prevented  by  the 
drain  upon  our  small  treasury- at  the 
commencement  of  the  year  in  carrying 
out  the  political  program  laid  down  by 
your  last  Convention.  Much  enthusi- 
asm prevailed  in  Lawrence  for  the 
defeat  of  our  enemies,  funds  were 
promised  sufficient  to  carry  on  the 
fight,  men  promised  their  moral  assist- 
ance, but  very  little  of  either  material- 
ized, but  notwithstanding  all  these 
shortcomings  your  Executive  Council 
did  their  duty  well  and  manly. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Council 
will  be  presented  to  you  for  considera- 
tion and  the  volume  of  labor  executed 
by  them  I  feel  assured  will  be  appre- 
ciated by  this  honorable  body. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks 
to  them  for  the  able  and  efficient  man- 
ner in  which  they  have  conducted  their 


respective  offices  and  the  magnificent 
assistance  they  have  rendered  the 
President  in  his  official  duties. 

CONCLUSION. 

To  my  colleagues  of  the  entire  labor 
movement  with  whom  I  have  come  in 
contact  let  me  express  to  them  my 
sincere  gratitude  for  the  earnest  assist- 
ance they  have  rendered  me  during 
my  administration.  In  the  thirty-two 
years  I  have  been  in  the  labor  move- 
ment, both  here  and  in  England,  the 
years  igo6  and  1907*  have  been  the 
most  memorable  in  my  career  as  a 
trade  unionist  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  knowledge  gleaned  and  the  honor 
conferred  upon  me  by  being  President 
of  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor. 

May  the  organization  grow  strong 
and  continue  its  life  of  usefulness  in 
the  future  as  it  has  done  in  the  past, 
and  its  motto  forever  be  "Labor, 
Omnia,  Vincit.''

In  the  past  year  some  Unions  were 
suspended  as  they  owed  one  year  oi- 
more  per  capita  tax.  We  deem  it  un- 
wise to  print  or  report  the  names  of 
the  Unions  as  in  the  near  future  Ave 
hope  to  see  them  affiliate. 

Some  unions  withdrew  and  when 
asked  the  cause  gave  none.     The   State 


Branch  is  an  organization  of  volunteers 
and  the  delegates  to  this  and  past  con- 
ventions should  bear  in  mind  that  only 
through  Organized  Labor  Unions  and 
State  Branches  can  any  city  or  state 
bring  good  to  the  organized  wage  earner. 

Twenty-two  years  ago  the  call  issued 
to  organize  the  Massachusetts  State 
Branch  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  came  from  some  label  trades,  and 
to  take  up  the  question  of  setting  aside 
the  first  Monday  in  September  as  La- 
bor's Daj'.  We  have  all  enjoyed  the 
benefit  of  that  meeting  and  each  year  has 
brought  more  success  to  the  Trade  Un- 
ion movement  of  this  state. 

Today,  through  hard  work  of  your 
past  and  present  officers,  we  can  claim 
the  best  State  Branch  in  this  country. 
No  good  reason  can  be  given  why  all 
the  unions  of  our  state  are  not  repre- 
sented here  today.  This  organization  has. 
had  the  wages  of  many  wage  earners, 
of  this  State  increased  and  their  hours 
of  labor  reduced. 

All  label  trades  in  this  State  should 
be  affiliated  and  I  hope  to  see  them 
represented  at  our  next  Convention.  1 
also  hope  we  shall  soon  see  the  day 
when  a  majority  of  the  organized  Unions 
of  Massachusetts  shall  comprise  our 
State  Branch  and  that  appreciation  from 
those  who  do  not  need  assistance  at 
this  time  will  be  here  in  the  future  to 
assist  those  that  need  and  require  all 
assistance  possible,  so  that  we  may  as- 
sist to  better  the  conditions  of  the  wage 
earner  and  through  this  we  may  be 
able  to  bring  about  better  organiza- 
tion; organize  the  unorganized,  better 
support  and  more  demand  for  Union 
Labelled  product,  and  to  encourage 
high  dues,  and  the  various  trades  bet- 
ter organized  bringing  them  to  that  high 
standard  of  a  well  organized  and  bus- 
inesslike organization. 

OFFICERS'  WORK. 

During  the  past  year  the  officers  of  the 
State  Branch  have  had  much  work  re- 
ferred to  them  and  to  report  it  all  in 
full  would  take  up  too  much  time  of 
this   Convention. 

We  took  up  the  question  of  the  Union 
Wage  to  be  paid  to  the  Engineers  and 
Firemen  employed  by  the  Metropolitan 
Sewer  &  Water  Commission  which  comes 
under  the  direction  of  the  State.  At 
the  last  Convention  we  reported  to  the 
Delegates  that  we  had  the  matter  under 
way,  and  would  have  to  appear  before 
the  committee  of  the  Legislature  to 
bring   about   the    same. 

We  appeai'ed  before  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee  of  the  House  and 
Senate  of  1907.  In  appearing  before 
the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  we 
were  much  sui'prised  to  find  that  the 
members  of  the  Commission,  through 
their  Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  Brown,  reeom- 
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mended  an  increase  of  only  one  dollar 
to  the  various  men,  which  would  keep 
the  wages  one  dollar  less  than  paid  to 
union   men    by   outside    firms. 

We  explained  our  work  to  the  Com- 
mittee and  told  them  that  we  believed 
Massachusetts  should  lead  and  not  fol- 
low, and  should  pay  better  wages  so  as 
to  bring  the  people  under  employment 
of  others  up  to  a  high  standard,  and  we 
feel  much  pleased  to  say  that  through 
the  agitation  of  the  representatives  of 
the  Massachusetts  State  Branch  that 
the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  recom- 
mended more  money  than  asked  for 
b;V  the  Commission  under  the  conditions 
that  they  pay  union  wages  to  the  Fire- 
men and  Engineers  employed  under 
them.  I  believe  that  it  is  the  first  time 
in  the  history  of  this  State  that  Labor 
has  met  with  such  success  and  I  am 
very  sorry  to  say  that  the  men  selected 
to  fill  places  on  Commissions  with  high 
salaries,  have  i7ot  hat  feeling  for  jus- 
tice to  men  working  under  them,  that 
they  are  at  least  deserving  of  the  un- 
ion Avage.  Througli  tlie  work  of  the 
officers  of  this  State  Branch,  if  nothing 
else  was  done,  organized  labor  may  feei 
proud  that  for  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  the  Commonwealth  we  have 
brought  tlie  men  worlcing  in  tliose  var- 
ious departments  up  to  the  standard  of 
the    living   union  wage. 

We  also  took  up  tlie  question  in 
some  of  the  large  department  stores 
where  firemen  were  working  twelve  hours 
a  day,  and  through  the  constant  work 
of  the  officers  of  tlie  State  Branch,  we 
have  those  department  stores  today 
working  under  union  conditions  and  an 
eight   liour   work   day. 

We  were  called  upon  to  take  up  the 
question  of  the  Metal  Poiisliers'  in  Bos- 
tcm,  on  strike  with  a  firm  in  Fort  Hill 
Square,  and  we  feel  much  pleased  to 
report  to  this  Convention,  that  through 
the  work  of  your  officers,  we  reinstated 
all  the  men  Avith  an  increase  for  the 
future. 

Your  officers  attended  the  meeting  of 
the  Newton  City  Employees  who  were 
taking  up  the  question  of  going  on  strike 
for  an  increase  of  wage.  The  suggestion 
offered  by  the  representatives  of  the 
State  Branch,  however,  that  no  strike 
take  place  at  the  present  was  accepted 
by  the  organization,  and  we  hope  the 
near  future  will  bring  about  the  in- 
crease looked  for  by  the  organization 
interested. 

Many  of  the  large  stores  selling  hats 
were  visited  by  the  officers  of  the  Exec- 
utive Board  in  reference  to  them  carry 
ing  the  product  of  non-union  labor.  We 
informed  all  these  various  stores  carry- 
ing a  supply  of  non-union  made  hats 
that  they  should  show  their  friendship 
to    the    organized    wage    earner    of    this 


State  by  selling  union  made  labelled  hats 

only. 

The  honor  was  conferred  upon  me  by 
the  Street  Carmen  of  Massachusetts  to 
act  as  their  repiescntative  on  the  Board 
of  Arbitration  in  refc-rence  to  two  sec- 
tions of  their  agreement,  which  I  ac- 
cepted,— Mr.  Dewey  of  Worcester,  repre- 
senting the  Old  Colony  and  Northern 
Street  Railway  Company,  and  Josiah 
Quincy  of  Boston  being  the  other  men 
appointed.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that 
the  decision  made  by  the  Board  was 
in   favor  of  the  Street  Carmen. 

Other  organizations  have  selected  of- 
ficers of  the  State  Branch  as  their  rep- 
resentatives in  the  time  of  dispute,  and 
am  much  pleased  to  say  that  their  work 
brought  about  the   results  looked  for. 

With  the  adjournment  of  the  Conven- 
tion held  in  Lawrence,  the  officers  took 
up  the  work  assigned  to  them  to  bring 
about  the  defeat  of  many  Sen- 
ators who  voted  against  the  Overtime 
Bill  or  dodged  it.  This  matter  has  been 
refeiTed  to  in  the  Executive  Councils 
report,  and  shows  the  success  of  the  work 
of  the  officers  and  the  trade  union  move- 
ment of  Massachusetts.  Much  credit  is 
due  to  ]\Ir.  E.  F.  Ward,  Mr.  John  E. 
Potts,  and  Mr.  Fred.  J.  Kneeland  and 
others  for  the  interest  that  they  have 
taken  and  the  work  done  by  them  in 
assisting  to  bring  about  the  defeat  ol 
the  only  member  of  last  year's  Senate 
who  came. out  on  the  public  platform  to 
defend  his  action  on  voting  against  the 
Overtime  Bill,  Mr.  Daniel  W"  Lane  of 
Boston;  and  while  as  representatives  of 
the  trade  union  movement  we  have  noth- 
ing to  say  of  the  man  as  a  man.  we  did 
have  something  to  say  of  his  Aote  and 
record  as  a  Senator  pertaining  to  Labor. 
At  every  meeting  held  by  the  working 
men  of  Boston  Mr.  Lane  was  invited  to 
attend  and  give  reasons  why  he  did 
not  vote  for  the  Overtime  Bill.  'Sir. 
Lane  accepted  all  these  invitations  and 
attended  all  these  rallies  and  I  am 
pleased  to  say  that  the  working  men 
of  Boston  not  only  treated  him  like  a 
gentleman,  but  showed  to  him  all  re- 
spect due  a  friend.  Through  the  work 
of  thesel  mien  and  representatives  ol 
Organized  Labor.  ]Mr.  Lane  was  de- 
feated for  Congress.  The  officei-s  of  the 
State  Branch  attended  all  these  rallies 
as    ordered    by    the    last    Convention. 

We  visited  the  City  of  Lowell  and 
there  assisted  in  bringing  about  the  de- 
feat of  ex-Senator  Horton  H.  Hilton: 
Ave  Avent  to  the  City  of  Cambridge  and 
spoke  at  seven  meetinos  in  one  evening 
and  there  accomplished  the  defeat  of 
Rodman  Peabodv:  Ave  Avent  to  the  home 
of  Senator  Butterick  of  Worcester  and 
Clinton,  but  am  very  sony  to  say  that 
Ave  did  not  succeed  in  bringing  about 
his  defeat,  but  assisted  in  cutting  down 
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his  majority.  I  might  state  other  places 
that  the  officers  of  the  State  Branch 
went  to  during  the  last  campaign,  not 
only  to  bring  about  the  defeat  of  the 
Senators,  but  to  bring  about  the  defeat 
of  Lieutenant-Governor  Eben  S.   Draper. 

I  want  to  say  to  this  Convention  that 
your  officers  did  faithful  and  hard  work 
both  day  and  night,  and  that  the  State 
Branch  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  may  claim  all  honors  of  taking 
up  the  issue  of  the  Overtime  Bill  ana 
bringing  about  its  success  so  that  today 
we  have  the  honor  of  reporting  to  this 
Convention  that  the  Overtime  Bill  is 
now  a  law.  I  say  with  all  feelings  of 
fi'iendship  to  the  Textile  Workers  of 
Massachusetts,  you  ought  to  be  proud 
of  this  organization.  I  believe  that 
through  the  work  carried  on,  not  only 
in  the  interest  of  the  subject  just  re- 
ported, but  of  other  trades  in  general, 
that  they  should  assist  by  their  affilia- 
tion, to  make  the  State  Branch  of  Mass- 
achusetts so  strong  that  we  will  stand 
more  firmly  together  and  have  more 
success  and  moi'e  confidence  in  each 
other  for  the  future  Avelfare  of  Organized 
Labor. 
GEORGE  E.   MACNEILL  MEMORIAL. 

Organized  Labor  has  erected  to  the 
memory  of  the  late  George  E.  MacNeiil 
a  memorial  in  the  shape  of  a  magni- 
ficent headstone  placed  over  the  grave 
of  our  late  champion  and  friend.  The 
dedication  took  place  on  Decoration  Day, 
May  30tli,  1907,  in  the  presence  of 
representatives  of  the  trade  union  move- 
ment. Much  credit  can  be  given  to 
Mr.  William  B.  Dougherty  of  Lynn,  a 
member  of  the  Granite  Cutters'  Unioii 
and  ex-President  of  the  Lynn  Central 
Labor  Union,  for  the  magnificent  piece  of 
of  workmanship  and  the  headstone 
erected  by  the  Trade  Union  Movement 
of   Massachusetts. 

UNION  LABEL. 

We  have  attended  many  meetings 
throughout  the  State  and  we  have 
spoken  at  all  the  meetings  for  the  sup- 
port of  all  trade  labels.  The  delegates 
to  this  Convention  should  take  up  this 
important  question  when  they  return 
home  to  their  local  unions,  and  urge 
their  organization  to  send  a  circular 
at  least  once  in  every  three  months 
to  their  members  urging  them  to  inter- 
est themselves  in  the  interest  of  Label 
made  product.  While  many  members  of 
organized  labor  could  do  more  to  further 
the  sale  of  labelled  goods,  I  once  more 
recall  to  your  attention  that  the  members 
of  the  various  fraternal  societies  must 
interest  themselves  and  see  that  all 
printing  done  by  their  fraternal  organ- 
izations bears  the  label  of  the  Allied 
Printing  Trades  Council.  Your  officers 
have  taken  up  the  question  with  var- 
ious Employers  of  Labor  in  the  interest 


of  having  their  printing  done  where  the 
label  is  used.  We  have  met  with  suc- 
cess in  many  cases  and  I  believe  that 
more  agitation  not  only  for  this  label 
but  all  labels  will  bring  some  good. 
'S^Tiile  the  various  Drug  Stores  all  over 
the  State  of  Massachusetts  deem  it  to 
be  very  f  riendly  in  purchasing  the 
product  of  the  trusts  and  advertising  it 
with  their  fancy  electric  lights,  yet  I 
believe  the  time  has  come  when  the 
wage  earners  of  Massachusetts  must  call 
to  the  attention  of  the  proprietors  of 
the  various  drug  stores  that  they  owe 
to  the  people  their  support  by  offering 
the  sale  of  union  made  cigars.  Not  only 
has  the  Tobacco  Trust  gone  into  the 
manufacturing  of  cigars  but  they  have 
entered  the  field  of  purchasing  the  Dnig 
Stores,  and  I  say  to  the  delegates  of 
this  Convention,  go  back  to  your  local 
unions  and  urge  your  members  to  take 
more  interest  in  the  advancement  of  the 
Cigarmakers'  Blue  Label.  I  say  here, 
give  to  the  label  what  it  justly  desei-ves, 
the  support  of  every  union  man. 

INDUSTRIAL  EDUCATION. 
The  Commission  appointed  by  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  to  take 
up  this  important  question  has  had 
several  meetings  in  various  parts  of  the 
State,  and  while  some  of  your  officers 
may  be  blamed  for  their  stand  upon 
this  question,  this  Convention  should 
appoint  a  special  committee  on  this  one 
question  and  take  it  up  with  the  Com- 
mission, and  if  the  Industrial  Education 
will  go  on  the  lines  that  the  Avage  earn- 
ers of  Massachusetts  believe  they  should 
go,  it  will  not  only  be  a  benefit  to  the 
mechanic;  but  to  those  who  want  to  be- 
come a  mechanic,  but  the  important 
question  is,  "Will  it  be  the  father  and 
mother  of  Trade  Schools?"  I  say  to  this 
Convention  that  this  important  question 
should  receive  your  careful  consideration 
and  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  Com- 
mittee who  can  and  will  keep  posted 
on  the  work  of  the  Industrial  Education 
Commission  without  the  establishment  of 
Trade  Schools  in  every  city  in  Massa- 
chusetts. I  believe  that  this  important 
question  should  be  publicly  discussed  in 
every  city  in  Massachusetts  with  the 
employers  on  one  side  and  the  rep- 
resentatives of  organized  labor  on  the 
other,  and  the  Commission  present  so 
that  both  sides  may  be  heard  and  dis- 
cussed and  the  solution  solved  of  where 
the  danger  lies.  I  do  not  believe  in 
Trade  Schools  nor  do  I  say  that  this 
Commission  is  trying  to  inaugurate 
Trade  Schools,  but  I  do  say  that  each 
Central  Labor  Union  should  take  up 
the  work  and  know  what  is  going  on, 
so  that  if  the  matter  is  taken  up  by 
the  City  Government  of  their  city,  that 
nothing'  will  be  done  to  flood  the  market 
with   help    or   take    the    place    of   union 
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iraen  when  on  strike.  1  believe  that 
the  great  question  to  be  talcen  up  by 
Massachusetts  is  to  find  more  manufac- 
turers so  that  we  may  be  able  to  find 
work  for  the  idle  hands  in  our  State 
today.  I'he  great  cry  sent  forth  by  the 
Employer  is  that  he  has  not  men  enough 
to  fill  his  demand.  I  say  here,  publicly, 
that  the  labor  movement  of  Massachu- 
setts can  fill  the  demand  at  a  living 
wage,  but  they  shall  not  and  will  not 
fill  the  demand  for  the  starvation  wage 
wanted  to  be  paid  by  some  of  the  Em- 
ployers in  the  State.  During  the  strike 
in  Fitchburg  of  the  Machinists,  men 
from  the  Institute  of  Technology  were 
there  to  take  the  places  of  the  men  in 
the  time  of  strike.  We  had  the  pleas- 
ure of  waiting  upon  Mr.  Pritchett,  ask- 
ing him  why  the  students  of  that  school 
would  lower  the  dignity  of  themselves 
to  become  strike  breakers,  and  Avhile 
it  is  true  they  had  no  control  over  the 
men,  arrangements  have  been  made  so 
that  at  least  once  or  twice  a  year,  or- 
ganized labor  may  have  a  representative 
address  them  during  the  school  tenn 
and  show  to  them  the  rights  of  the  trade 
union  movement  and  wrongs  they  do 
in  accomodating  the  unfair  employer  by 
filling  the  places  of  the  striking  union 
men. 

TEAMSTERS'  STRIKE. 
During  the  year  the  trade  union  move- 
ment of  Massachusetts  has  been  very 
successful  in  receiving  an  increase  in 
wage.  I  believe  I  can  safely  say  that 
the  year  of  1907  has  been  the  most  suc- 
cessful year  for  a  long  while.  One  mat- 
ter which  needs  to  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  this  Convention  was  the 
strike  of  Team  Drivers'  Union,  No.  25, 
of  Boston,  for  an  increased  wage  and  a 
shoi't  work  day.  After  the  organization 
had  made  its  request  they  were  in- 
formed by  the  Master  Teamsters'  Asso- 
ciation of  Boston  that  they  would  have 
to  see  each  Employer  individually.  They 
then  refused  to  pay  the  wages  asked 
for.  The  strike  took  place.  George  B. 
HugO'  of  the  Employers'  Association 
cnme  to  the  rescue  of  the  Master  Team- 
sters', the  Employers'  Association  ar- 
ranging with  a  strike-breaking  firm  in 
New  York  to  furnish  strike  breakers, 
bringing  a  big  ship  to  the  city  to  furn- 
ish the  strike  breakers;  they  then  noti- 
fied the  public  press  that  the  Mastei 
Teamsters'  of  Boston  were  willing  to 
pay  the  Avages  asked  for  by  the  men. 
If  that  was  true  why  did  they  not  pay 
the  wages  asked  of  them  before  the 
strike  and  continue  to  have  peace  and 
prosperity,  not  only  in  the  teaming 
business,  but  for  the  interest  of  the 
public  as  well.  I  believe  this  Conven- 
tion should  draft  resolutions  calling  up- 
on the  Central  Labor  Unions  of  Massa- 
chusetts to  call  upon  the  public  spirited 


business  men  to  act  jointly  with  them 
for  the  creation  of  a  public  board  in  each 
city  between  the  Teamsters  and  the 
Master  Tearn.sters  so  that  if  matters  like 
this  should  arise  again  in  the  future, 
men  of  common  sound  sense,  instead  of 
keeping  the  Employers  and  the  P^mploy- 
ees  apart,  will  bring  them  together,  and 
that  when  the  representatives  of  such 
an  oi-ganization  as  the  Employer's  As- 
sociation meet  with  the  public  spirited 
men  of  the  city,  we  trust  it  will  be  with 
honorable  and  fair  interest  to  the  pub- 
lic and  all  concerned,  and  that  they  will 
expose  the  dark  hand  of  trouble  of  that 
Employers'  Association,  who  is  organ- 
ized to   destroy. 

UNION  BUTTON. 
Every  man  should  have  the  right  to 
wear  on  his  own  clothes  the  emblem 
of  his  labor  organization  without  being 
interfered  with  by  any  Employer.  The 
employers  allow  the  men  to  wear  their 
button  of  their  fraternal  societies  any 
time  or  place,  and  we  demand  that  right 
from  any  employer  of  labor  to  join  the 
organization  of  our  trade  and  to  wear 
our  button  upon  our  coat  without  the 
interference  of  any  employer  taking 
away  from  us  our  rights  of  individual 
liberty. 

FRANK   K.   FOSTER. 
With    regret    I    call    to    the    attentioii 

of  the  delegates  of  this  Convention  the 
sickness  of  our  friend,  Frank  K.  Foster. 
No  words  of  mine  can  express  the  loss 
to  the  trade  union  movement  in  the 
sickness  of  our  friend.  His  many  friends, 
in  appreciation  of  his  work  of  the  past, 
are  about  to  tender  him  a  testimonial 
which  has  been  endorsed  by  the  Boston 
Central  Labor  I'nion  and  by  the  Execu- 
tive Board  of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Branch.  Circulare  have  been  printed 
and  mailed  to  every  union  in  Massachu- 
setts and  I  hope  every  union  will  sub- 
scribe liberally  so  that  it  may  be  a 
credit  to  oi-ganized  labor.  I  recommend 
to  this  Convention  that  we  donate 
$50.00.  During  the  illness  of  Mr. 
Foster  the  Executive  Board  appointed 
me  to  act  in  his  place  as  the  legisla- 
tive agent  at  the  State  House  in  all 
matters    pertaining    to   labor   legislation. 

RECESS  COMMITTEE. 
At  the  request  of  Mr.  Foster  and  also 
of  the  Executive  Board.  I  accepted  the 
appointment  to  act  in  his  place  as  the 
legislative  agent.  I  filled  the  position 
to  the  best  of  my  ability  and  I  know 
it  was  impossible  for  me  to  fill  it  as 
well  as  it  had  been  filled  by  Frank  K. 
Foster,  but  when  I  was  requested  to  do 
my  duty  in  the  interest  of  the  trade 
union  movement,  I  did  not  refus?.  I 
appeared  before  the  various  Committees 
in  the  interest  of  the  Bills  that  hearings. 
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Avere  given  upon  after  the  month  of 
February,  and  during  my  experience  as 
agent  I  wish  to  call  to  the  attention  of 
the  delegates  of  this  Convention  that 
they  should  give  better  support  to  the 
representatives  of  labor  representing 
them  than  what  they  gave  to  me.  1 
care  not  what  the  public  press  said 
about  me  during  my  fight  for  the  inter- 
est of  organized  labor  before  Judiciary 
Committee.  It  is  true  that  some  six  or 
seven  Injunction  Bills  were  presented 
to  the  last  Legislature,  and  if  the  peo- 
ple presenting  them  had  the  interest  of 
labor  at  heart,  why  did  they  not  bring 
those  bills  before  this  Convention  oi 
before  the  Executive  Board  or  Legisla- 
ture Committee  of  the  State  Branch  to 
see  whether  the  people  directly  con- 
cerned approved  of  them  or  not.  Tlie 
various  men  introducing  these  bills  be- 
longed to  no  trade  union,  and  I  say  here 
that  before  the  labor  movement  should 
take  interest  in  any  of  these  bills  they 
should  be  brought  before  them  to  see 
Avhether  they  are  favorable  to  them  or 
not.  I  appeared  before  the  Judiciary 
Committee  with  other  representatives  oi 
the  trade  union  movement  to  speak  on 
our  Anti-Injunction  Bills,  and  the  one 
drawn  up  by  the  Legislature  Committee 
with  the  representatives  of  the  Boston 
Central  Labor  Union  was  the  last  one 
to  be  heard.  The  Judiciary  Committee 
referred  one  of  the  bills  which  was 
heard  early  in  the  session  to  the  Labor 
Committee.  The  other  bills  were  held 
by  the  .Judiciary  Committee  themselves. 
When  we  appeared  before  the  Judiciary 
Committee  and  they  told  us  that  we 
had  only  an  hour  and  a  quarter  as  they 
had  other  bills  to  be  heard,  I  made  the 
following  statement  to  the  Judiciary 
Committee,  and  I  do  not  retract  one 
v,ord  nor  do  I  regret  one  act  I  did. 
When  they  were  willing  to  allow  us 
only  about  five  minutes  each  to  the 
various  men  to  speak  in  behalf  of  hav- 
ing a-  law  enacted  to  prohibit  the  judges 
from  granting  Injunctions  in  time  of 
trade  disputes,  I  said  this  to  the  Com- 
mittee: "Gentlemen,  we  want  more 
time,  this  is  not  time  enough,  one  hoiir 
and  a  quarter,  to  discuss  this  import- 
ant question.  This  is  the  most  import- 
ant question  to  come  before  the  Legis- 
lature this  year  or  future  years  and 
the  trade  union  movement  of  Massa- 
chusetts demand  their  rights,  and  ff 
you  men  cannot  give  us  the  time  to  be 
heard  on  this  important  question  where 
we  may  explain  our  case  properly  and 
right,  I  say  give  us  something  so  that 
WG  may  be  heard  on  this  important 
question,  and  if  you  cannot  give  ijs 
the  time,  give  us  a  Recess  Commission 
where  we  can  sit  down  and  show  to 
you  people  that  the  rights  are  taken 
awav    from    the    members    of    orcranized 


labor  by  the  granting  of  these  Injunc- 
tions that  are  now  granted  today  by 
the  judges  in  the  Courts  of  our  Com- 
monwealth." I  then  said  that  all  other 
bills  before  the  Committee  were  given 
a  fair  hearing  with  plenty  of  time,  and 
the  labor  movement  of  Massachusetts 
v\'as  willing  to  go  up  or  down  with  then^ 
and  all  we  ask  for  was  each  man  to 
be  recorded,  but  I  do  claim  and  did 
claim  that  Ave  did  not  have  or  get 
a  fair  hearing  in  the  interest  of  our  Anti- 
Injunction  Bills,  and  I  say  to  the  repre- 
sentatives of  organized  labor  of  Mass- 
achusetts, who  ran  hastily  to  the  pub- 
lic press  all  their  interviews,  that  you 
owe  to  me  at  least,  if  not  as  an  officer 
of  the  State  Branch,  but  as  a  union  man, 
that  courtesy  and  right  to  ask  m;y 
side  before  giving  a  verdict  to  those 
without  union  cards  in  their  pockets. 
I  care  not  Avhat  the  public  press  in  their 
unfairness  charged  me  Avith  in  reference 
to  my  actions  before  that  Committee 
in  the  interest  of  labor,  and  as  for  my 
Avorking  in  the  interest  of  any  appoint- 
ment, their  charges  were  false.  If  I 
was  looking  for  my  own  personal  inter- 
est and  not  the  interest  of  organized 
labor,  I  would  not  have  accepted  the 
position  as  legislative  agent,  but  when 
the  request  was  made  of  me  I  felt,  as  I 
have  ahvays  felt  during  my  life,  it  was 
my  duty,  and  I  accepted  no  matter  what 
the  consjequienoes  may  have  been  to 
myself.  The  Governor  or  any  other 
official  has  no  position  in  his  gift  that 
I  Avould  sacrifice  the  rights  of  the  work- 
ing people  for,  and  I  say  to  the  trade 
union  movement,  run  your  own  business, 
be  the  dictators  of  all  labor  questions, 
and  do  not  be  led  by  those  Avho  are 
not  members  of  organized  labor.  AVhen 
the  President  of  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  appeared  before  that  Re- 
cess Committee  for  two  days,  let  me 
recall  his  words  to  your  attention  and 
bear  them  Avell  in  mind.  Samuel  Gomp- 
ers,  the  President  of  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  said:  "I  do  not  stand 
for  any  of  these  Anti-Injunction  Bills 
before  this  Committee."  x\re  not  the 
words  of  Mr.  Gompers  evidence  enough 
that  Ave  should  not  support  any  bill 
that  demands  or  gives  the  right  of  in- 
terference to  the  Courts  of  the  Com- 
monwealth in  the  time  of  trade  disputes  ? 
I  say  to  the  public  press  of  the  Com- 
mouAvealth,  "Be  fair,  be  liberal,  and  do 
unto  others  as  you  would  have  others 
do  imto  you."  I  stand  before  the  del- 
egates of  this  Convention  ready  to  de- 
fend my  action  any  time  fighting  for 
the  rights  of  organized  labor,  and  I 
do  not  withdraAv  one  word  that  I  uttered 
that  day  before  the  Joint  Judiciary 
Committee  Avhen  I  demanded  the  rights 
of  organized  labor  for  plenty  of  time 
to  state   our  side  of  the  case.     The   Re- 
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cess  Committee  has  come.     I   said  as  a 
representative      of      the      Massachusetts 
8tate  Branch  at  their  hearings  this  sum- 
mer, that  it  was  cowardice  of  the  other 
committees    who    had   the   various   other 
bills  that   they   did   not   make  their  re- 
port to  the  Legislature  without  referring 
them  to  this  Committee.     For  the  first 
time  in  my  history  as  a  member  of  or- 
ganized labor  I  have  heard  this  import- 
ant   question    discussed    at    the    summer 
meetings   before    the    Recess    Committee 
and    heard    the     magnificent     arguments 
made    by    Mr.    Fraser    of    the    Seamens' 
Union,    John    Potts    of    the    Carpenters' 
Organization,  William  Watson,  Secretary 
of  the  Carpenters'   District  Council;   Ar- 
thur H.   Huddell,   Pi'esident   of  the  Bos- 
ton Central  Labor  Union;  and  two  well 
knoAvn   attorneys   of    Boston,   Mr.   Auer- 
bach  and  Mr.  Murray,  and  the  great  ar- 
gument  presented   by    the    Pi-esident    of 
the  American  Federation   of  Labor  two 
days  before  that  Committee,   demanding 
the    rights    of    organized    labor.      Many 
other    men    I    might    mention    who    ap- 
peared before  the  Committee,  but  think 
this    will   suffice.      Some   nine    days   had 
been    taken    up    by    the    representativeb 
of  the   trade   union   movement  speaking 
before  the  Recess  Committee  in  the  in- 
terest   of   our  rights,    that   a   law   shall 
be    enacted    stating    plainly    that   no   in- 
junction  shall   be   gTanted   in   trade    dis- 
l^utes.     As  a  representative  of  the  State 
Branch,  I  spoke  for  two  hours  and  three 
quarters    upon    the    subject    myself.      1 
believe   in  that  principle  that  the  trade 
union  movement  never  holds  back,  never 
was   nor   never   shall   be   backward,   but 
always  onward,  fighting  everywhere   for 
their  just  rights.     I  say  to   the   Massa- 
chusetts  State   Branch,    at   this   twenty- 
second  Convention,   do  not  be  hasty   in 
endorsing    bills   presented   to   the    Legis- 
lature  because     labor    might     be     men- 
tioned.     Make    them    present    them    to 
the  organization  and  have  the  bills  fully 
explained    so    that    the    second    section 
will   not    make    the    first    section   uncon- 
stitutional  or   otherwise.     I    say  to  the 
delegates    of    this    Convention    that    tbe 
Massachusetts   State   Branch  present   an 
Anti-Injunction    Bill    of   their   own    and 
do   not   give   one    inch   or   add   any   com- 
promise,  but   have    the   bill    brought   to 
victory  as  we  present  it,  or  defeated ;  and 
let  the  so-called  friends  of  organized  la- 
bor be  called  upon  through  the  Conven- 
tion to  keep  their  Anti-Injunction  Bills 
away  from  the  Legislature,   and  explain 
to   them   that   labor  will   introduce    the 
bills  they  want  themselves.    Let  me  read 
to  you  a  circular  that  is  being  sent  out 
through  the  State  of  Massachusetts  from 
the  Employers'  Association.

Dear  Sir: 

The  last  session  of  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature  referred  to  a  specially  cre- 
ated joint  committee  on  labor,  the  so- 
called  Picketing  and  Anti-Injunction 
Bills.  The  first  of  these  would  haMi 
legalized  picketing  and  thus  would  have 
made  it  practically  impossible  for  the 
employers  of  the  State  to  resist  suc- 
cessfully any  strike  of  their  employ- 
ees, no  flatter  how  unreasonable  the  de- 
mands back  of  it,  and  no  matter  how 
violent  and  lawless  its  consequences. 
The  second,  the  Anti-Injunction  Bill, 
would  have  removed  the  last  protection 
of  the  employer  and  the  property  owner, 
whose  business  and  whose  property  in 
business,  might  safely  have  been  at- 
tacked by  strikers  and  industrial  con- 
spirators. Strong  language,  but  it  is 
absolutely  tiaie. 

This  joint  special  committee  on  Labor 
now  has  under  consideration  at  the  State 
House,  at  a  series  of  hearings  at  which 
advocates  and  opponents  alike  are  ap- 
pearing, these  two  measures.  We  ask 
you  in  the  name  of  this  Association. 
and  in  the  name  of  the  manufacturers, 
the  employers  and  citizens  of  the  Avhole 
Commonwealth,  to  address  one  or  more 
letters  to  any  or  all  members  of  this 
Committee — please  read  enclosed  list 
carefully — urging  upon  them  any  argu- 
ments or  expressions  of  opinion  or  of 
feeling  which  you  can  command,  than 
they  make  it  certain  that  the  desperate 
mistake  shall  not  be  made  of  recom- 
mending these  measures  favorably  to  the 
next  Legislature.  We  ask  this  because 
of  your  own  interests  in  the  preserva- 
tion of  these  commonest  rights  of  citi- 
zenship of  the  Commonwealth  as  against 
this  radical  and  dangerous  programme. 

W^ll  you  not  then  appeal  to  them, 
not  only  urging  that  they  do  their  duty 
as  they  see  it,  but  assuring  them  that 
the  public  in  Massachusetts,  and  es- 
pecially their  own  constituents  in  every 
case,  will  uphold  them  and  applaud  them 
for   doing   it  ?

Who  will  charge  me  with  supporting 
this,  the  Employers'  Association?  Dele- 
gates, it  was  not  only  an  experinece  to 
act  as  the  legislative  agent,  but  a  well 
learned  lesson.  I  say  to  those  who  have 
the  honor  of  representing  this  organiza- 
tion in  the  interest  of  labor  on  the 
Legislature  Committee  next  year,  that 
our  loyal  support  must  be  given  and 
political  interest  sacrificed.  I  recom- 
mend to  this  Convention  the  printing  of 
1000  copies  of  the  address  delivered  by 
Mr.  Samuel  Gompers,  President  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  before 
the  Recess  Committee,  so  that  one  may 
be  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  and  the  State  Sen- 
ate. I  further  recommend  that  thie 
Legislature  Committee  be  instructed  to 
have  a  bill  presented  to  the  next  Legis- 
lature to  have  500C  copies  printed  of  the 
full  hearing  given  by  the  Recess  Com- 
mittee during  the  summer. 
POLITICS. 

During  the  year  your  Executive 
Council  and  the  delegates  to  the  last 
Convention  have  been  criticized  for  the 
action  taken  by  the  delegates  by  mem- 
bers of  organized  labor,  and  one  of  these 
men  was  invited  to  appear  before  the 
Executive  Council  to  show  reasons  why 
the  labor  movement  should  not  fight 
to  bring  about  the  defeat  of  Lieutenant- 
Governor  Eben  S.  Draper.  This  hearing 
was  taken  down  in  shorthand  and  con- 
tains some  twenty  pages  in  all.  The 
Executive  Council  referred  the  Avhole 
business  to  a  special  committee  to  re- 
port to  this  Convention.  Your  Execu- 
tive Council  took  no  further  action  so 
that  the  special  committee  might  not  be 
prejudiced  by  any  action  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board.  I  believe  it  Avise  at  this 
time  not  to  dwell  any  further  upon  that 
that   subject. 

I  am  a  firm  believer  in  going  upon 
any  platform  to  defeat  your  enemy  and 
elect  your  friend,  and  I  am  a  strong 
belietver  in  going  upon  your  friend's 
platform  to  help  to  elect  him  so  as  to 
encourage  him  to  be  yovu-  friend.  I 
am  opposed  to  tying  this  Convention 
to  any  political  party  or  platfonn. 
Every  individual  wage  earner  has  that 
right  to  affiliate  v/ith  any  political  party 
that  he  wishes  to,  but  I  believe  he  owes 
us  the  right  not  to  vote  for  an  enemy 
because  he  represents  the  party,  but  to 
vote  for  the  friend,  no  matter  what  his 
party  may  be.  We  have  discussed  the 
political  question  at  the  various  past 
Conventions  and  the  vote  has  always 
been  against  endorsement  or  affiliation 
or  oi'ganization  of  political  party  by 
the    trade   union   movement,   and   if  the 
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delegates  to  this  Convention  want  to 
leave  the  principle  of  this  organization, 
take  the  responsibility  upon  your  own 
shoulders  and  say  it  here  and  now,  once 
and  for  all.  If  you  don't  want  one 
political  party,  be  consistent  and  do 
not  have  any.  Keep  party  or  party 
politics  and  the  trade  union  movement 
separate. 

I  am  a  pereonal  believer  in  the  call- 
ing of  protest  meetings  and  giving  in- 
formation to  those  present  sO'  that  they 
may  go  back  to  their  districts  to  bring 
about  the  defeat  of  any  man,  no  matter 
what  party  he  belongs  to,  who  is  an 
enemy  to  the  trade  union  movement ; 
but  I  do  not  belicA^e  that  the  State 
Branch  should  organize  a  political  party, 
and  if  the  work  carried  on  by  the  State 
Branch  is  not  suitable  to  the  unions 
outside,  this  is  their  place  to  come,  and 
affiliated  unions  should  be  dictators  of 
the  work  carried  on  by  the  Massachu- 
setts State  Branch.  I  do  not  believe 
in  appealing  tO'  members  of  organizea 
labor  to  vote  against  a  man  who  will 
not  vote  for  a  measure  and  then  go  and 
vote  for  others  who  voted  against  and 
worked  against  the  interest  of  organ- 
ized  labor. 

Last  year  the  Convention  ordered  the 
Executive  Board  tO'  go  out  and  bring 
about  the  defeat  of  Eben  S.  Draper 
for  Lieutenant-Governor,  and  if  the 
members  of  organized  labor  had  done 
their  duty  and  backed  up  the  principle 
that  was  at  stake  and  worked  as  they 
would  have  liked  to  have  others  work 
at  other  times,  Eben  S.  Draper  would 
have  been  defeated  for  Lieutenant- 
Governor. 

Why  ask  your  officers  to  go  out  and 
do  work  when  the}'  lack  that  support  to 
bring  about  that  success?  Each  city 
and  town  must  take  up  its  own  work 
and  every  union  man  must  sacrifice  liis 
political  parties  and  be  a  trade  union- 
ist and  bring  about  that  which  brings 
success  in  all  undertakings,  "Unity,' 
Division  is  your  loss. 

EIGHT   HOUR    BILL. 

Many  complaints  have  been  made  in 
reference  to  the  Eight  Hour  Law.  Your 
Executive  Board  with  the  ofifieers  of 
the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union  held 
public  meetings  in  the  city  of  Boston 
to  hear  all  those  interested  in  amending 
the  Eight  Hour  Law.  After  some  four 
or  five  meetings  a  vote  was  taken  of 
all  those  present  and  a  Bill  drawn  up 
by  Mr.  Mansfield  of  the  Peoples'  Se- 
curity Company  that  the  word  "Re- 
quest" be  in  and  a  fine  of  $50  added. 
The  bill  was  unanimously  endorsed,  pre- 
sented to  the  Legislature  Committee, 
passed  both  branches  and  became  a  law. 

Some  men  working  for  the  State  seven 
days    in    the    week    are    today    enjoying. 


through  this  JJill,  forty-ciglit  hours  pei 
week,  with  more  money  for  the  six  days 
than    they   had  for  seven. 

Sfjine  men  in  various  departments  in 
the  Commonwealth  who  were  seven  day 
men  lost  their  seven  days'  pay.  Now, 
if  there  is  a  law  that  prohiints  a  man 
from  being  an  emergency  seven  day  man 
but  working  only  six  days  with  the  jjay 
for  the  seventh,  if  there  is  a  law  pro- 
hibiting him  from  receiving  that,  it  is 
a  matter  which  should  be  taken  up  by 
the  Legislature   Committee. 

I  say  to  those  City  or  Town  employees 
that  whatever  loss  may  have  come  by 
the  enactment  of  this  law,  that  a  move- 
ment should  be  inaugurated  and  a  law 
be  enforced  without  any  loss  to  any 
member  of  organized  labor.  I  want  to 
see  every  working  man  with  good  wages, 
so  that  he  may  have  a  better  home  and 
better  education  for  his  children,  bet- 
ter clothes  for  himself  and  his  family, 
and  no  working  man  can  get  any  too 
much  pay  to  please  me. 

ORGANIZING   CITY   EMPLOYEES 
STATE  ORGANIZATION. 

At  the  last  Convention  a  resolution 
was  presented  and  adopted  instructing 
your  Executive  Board  to  organize  the 
various  city  and  town  employees  of  the 
Commonwealth  into  a  State  Organiza- 
tion. This  they  have  done  and  today 
they  have  a  State  Organization  working 
to  organize  the  various  employees  in  the 
cities  and  towns  in  the  State  Avho  are 
unorganized,  and  I  know  I  can  safely 
say  to  them  that  the  State  Branch  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor  stands 
ready  to  give  you  all  assistance  possi- 
ble. ■ 

CITY  EMPLOYEES— MEDFORD. 

A  matter  which  I  believe  needs  the 
attention  of  this  Convention  is  in  refer- 
ence to  the  City  men  employed  by  the 
City  of  Medford.  After  the  eight  hour 
bill  became  a  law  every  city  employee 
was  discharged  by  the  Mayor  of  Med- 
ford, and  I  believe  had  to  sign  some 
kind  of  an  agreement  to  return  back 
to  work.  I  hope  that  the  Convention 
will  take  up  this  matter  and  assist  the 
city  employees  of  Medford  in  getting 
their  rights. 

CIVIL   SERVICE. 

Your  officei-s  took  up  the  question  as- 
signed to  them  at  the  last  Convention 
in  reference  to  examination  for  the 
various  positions  given  by  the  Ci^dl 
Service  Commissioners.  Civil  Service  is 
a  question  that  should  be  taken  up  by 
the  trade  union  movement  of  INIassachu- 
setts.  For  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion of  our  State  I  have  the  greatest 
respect,  but  it  is  a  very  important  ques- 
tion pertaining  to  the  rights  of  labor. 
No  mechanic  or  laborer  can  be  hired  for 
a   permanent  position  by  cities  or  towns 
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unless  rated  on  Civil  Service.  This  im- 
portant question  I  believe  needs  the 
careful  consideration  of  the  delegates  to 
this    Convention. 

GOVERNOR'S  COUNCIL. 
During  the  year  the  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  sent 
the  name  of  Chas.  F.  Pidgin,  Chief  ol 
the  Bureau  of  Statistics  to  the  Govern- 
or's vjouncil  for  reappointment,  but  am 
very  sorry  to  say  that  the  Council  re- 
fused to  confirm  the  same;  that  leaving 
the  Council  more  powerful  than  the 
Governor.  Mr.  Pidgin  filled  that  posi- 
tion to  a  high  degree,  with  fairness  and 
Avith  justice  in  all  his  reports,  and  I 
think  the  Governor's  Council  has  done 
an  injustice  to  the  Commonwealth  in 
not  confirming  Mr.  Pidgin  to  that  posi- 
tion .  he  filled  so  well  for  many  years. 

I  believe  that  men  who  have  rendered 
such  valuable  service  as  did  Mr.  Pid- 
gin, are  deserving  of  better  treatment, 
and  I  suggest  to  this  Convention  one 
Governor  for  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  is  enough,  and  some  steps 
should  be  taken  to  either  abolish  the 
Governor's  Council  or  take  away  their 
confirmation  and  hold  the  Governor  of 
this  State  responsible  for  his  own  ap- 
pointees. 

FREE  EMPLOYMENT  OFFICE. 

The  Executive  Council  has  taken  up 
the  question  of  the  creation  of  more  Free 
Employment  Offices.  We  have  corres- 
ponded with  the  Central  Labor  Unions 
of  Fall  River  and  Springfield  and  with 
the  Governor,  requesting  him  tO'  open 
more  Free  Employment  Offices  in  those 
two  cities.  I  believe  that  the  question 
has  been  taken  up,  (  and  according  to  the 
reports  of  the  public  press,  Fall  River 
lias  opened  another  Free  Employment 
Office. 

The  trade  union  movement  of  Mass- 
achusetts, when  their  organization  is 
locked  out  or  on  strike,  should  notify 
Hari-y  Dunderdale  of  the  Free  Employ- 
ment Office  on  Eliot  Street,  Boston, 
Mass. 

Mr.  Dunderdale  has  always  besn  a 
friend  to  organized  labor  and  is  Assist- 
ant-Secretary of  the  Boston  Central  La- 
bor Union,  and  through  the  good  work 
of  organized  labor  of  Boston,  we  were 
successful  in  having  a  labor  man,  which 
we  demand,  appointed  to  that  office  so 
that  the  rights  of  organized  labor  and 
the  wage  earners  would  be  protected. 
We  were  fortunate  in  the  selection  ol 
Mr.  Dunderdale. 
ELECTION  DAY  LEGAL  HOLIDAY. 

T  once  moi-e  rfcommend  to  this  Con- 
vention that  a  Bill  be  presented  to  the 
Legislature  making  election  day  a  legal 
holiday,  and  that  the  incoming  Exec- 
utive Board  work  to  have  labor  men 
appointed    on    the    various    commissions 


of   the    State,   so  that    labor  may  have 
someone    there    to    protect   their    rights. 
MOYER,  HAYWOOD  AND 
PETTIBONE. 
During  the  year  a  large  gathering  ol 
the  representatives  of  the  wage  earners 
assembled    in   Boston    at    a   meeting   on 
Boston   Common  to   protest   against  the 
arrest    of    these    three    members    of   the 
Western  Federation  of  Labor,   and  as  a 
representative  of  the  trade  union  move- 
ment   I    spoke    upon    that    public    plat- 
form. 

I  entered  our  protest  against  the  ar- 
rest of  these  three  men,  and  it  pleases 
me  to  say  to  this  Convention  that  Mr. 
Haywood,  the  only  man  receiving  a 
trial,  was  exhonorated  and  found  not 
guilty  by  a  jury  in  Idaho. 

Let  this  be  a  lesson  to  every  delegate 
to  this  Convention,  do  not  condemn  a 
man  because  he  disagrees  with  you  until 
you  have  given  him  a  fair  trial.  May 
success  and  justice  that  fell  to  the 
home  of  Mr.  Haywood  and  his  family 
and  friends,  follow  Mr.  Moyer  and  Mr. 
Pettibone. 

INJUNCTIONS. 
George  B.  Hugo,  the  Eastern  repre^ 
sentative  of  the  Employers'  Association, 
applied  to  the  Courts  for  an  injunction 
against  the  officers  of  the  trade  union 
movement  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  of- 
ficers of  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union. 
This  man  you  all  know  well,  or  have 
read  of  him  in  the  public  press  in 
reference  to  the  interest  that  he  has 
taken  in  the  Employers'  Association  to 
bring  about  the  defeat  of  the  working 
man  in  the  time  of  strike,  and  while 
he  assumes  the  atitude  of  fighting 
the  trade  union  movement,  he  goes  to 
the  Court  of  Massachusetts  and  applies 
for  this  injunction,  I  suppose  claiming 
that  his  business  is  injured. 

The  delegates  want  to  bear  in  mind 
that  there  is  no  strike  or  has  not  been 
a  strike  at  George  B.  Hugo's  business. 
No  intimidation,  no  interference  at  all 
with  his  help,  but  this  case  is  evidence 
enough  to  prove  to  the  pubHc  at  large 
that  he  is  not  willing  to  extend  that 
i-ight  to  the  organized  working  men  that 
he   has  himself. 

As  yet  the  injunction  has  not  been 
granted,  and  when  a  man  applies  for 
such  a  thing,  or  interferes  with  the 
rights  of  any  working  man,  he  should 
first  have  clean  hands  himself. 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 
That  a  committee  of  three  be  ap- 
pointed to  look  up  the  laws  of  each 
State  Board  of  Arbitration,  and  if  any 
improvements  might  be  made  in  the 
interest  of  all  trades  when  on  strike, 
so  that  both  sides  may  be  heard  to  the 
public,  or  other  recommendations  that 
they  may  have  for  the  benefit  of  organ- 
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ized  labor,  they  may  be  drafted  and  pre- 
sented to  the  next  State  Convention. 

That  each  Central  Labor  Union  of 
Massachusetts  be  requested  through  cir- 
cular to  appoint  a  committee  to  take 
up  the  question  of  creating  Free 
Schools,  both  day  and  night,  where  the 
A\'orking  man  may  have  an  opportunity 
to  study  law. 

That  the  incoming  Executive  Council 
take  up  the  question  of  holding  a  union 
label  exhibit  in  the  City  of  Boston  dur- 
ing the  next  year. 

That  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch 
urge  the  trade  unions  of  Massachusetts 
to  take  up  the  question  of  bringing 
about  that  law  known  as  the  Anti-In- 
jimction  Law,  and  that  they  pledge  their 
various  candidates  to  the  Legislature 
to  create  a  commission  to  be  appointed 
for  the  purpose  of  bringing  more  manu- 
facturers into  the  State  of  Massachu- 
setts, and  that  a  law  be  drafted  that 
when  men  are  on  strike  and  other  men 
arc  brought  from  outside  of  the  State 
to  take  their  places,  that  these  men 
nmst  be  notified  that  a  strike  is  on,  and 
that  all  advertisements  applying  for  help 
n.ust  also  state  that  a  strike  is  on. 

That  a  bill  be  drafted  and  presented 
foj-  each  city  to  the  Legislatvu'e,  if  re- 
quired, that  those  calling  upon  the  po- 
lice to  protect  their  private  property 
in  the  time  of  strike,  the  police  must  be 
paiu  by  the  corporation  asking  for  them. 

That  each  local  union  be  requested  to 
send  a  circular  to  all  its  members  agitat- 
ing and  demanding  a  stronger  support 
for  the  union  labelled  goods. 

That  we  request  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners for  the  creation  of  a  working 
man's  car  fare  in  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts on  every  electric  car  between 
the  hours  of  5  and  8  A.  M.,  and  5  and 
7  P.  M.,  of  seven  car  tickets  for  twenty- 
five  cents  or  seven  rides  for  a  quarter. 
CONCLUSION. 

During  the  year  I  have  sent  out  a 
great  many  circulars  notifying  the  var- 
ious unions  to  affiliate  with  the  State 
Branch,  many  circulars  in  the  interest 
of  trade  labels  I  also  mailed  to  the 
unions  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and 
a  great  many  circulars  to  the  various 
business  houses  in  the  cities  and  towns 
of  our  State  urging  them  to  funrish 
more  union  made  product  to  their  cus- 
tomers. 

I  have  acted  upon  a  great  many  com- 
mittees in  the  interest  of  the  trade  un- 
ion movement,  always  responding  both 
day  and  night. 

I  have  attended  and  addressed  many 
meetings  all  over  the  State,  assisting  in 
oTganizing  many  new  unions,  and  trying 
to  build  up  the  Aveaker  ones. 

The  correspondence  of  my  office  has 
been   heavy :    T  have  given   a   great  deal 


of  my  time  to  this  work,  both  day  anu 
night,  holidays  and  Sundays,  and  many 
times  till  the  early  hours  of  the  morn- 
ing. I  did  all  that  was  in  my  power 
to  build  up  this  organization.  I  have 
never  yet  shirked  a  responsibility  ot 
fiicmg  any  issue  or  committee,  in  the 
interest  of  the  organized  wage  earner 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

I  want  to  say  for  the  State  Branch, 
you  come  to  us  in  the  time  of  trouble, 
we  give  you  our  moral  and  financial 
support;  do  justice  and  share  with  us 
these  responsibilities  by  your  affiliation, 
be  with  us  both  in  trouble  and  in  peace. 
My  principle  is  like  a  great  many  others, 
peace  at  all  times  Avith  justice  and 
success  to  all. 

The  Civic  Federation  has  been  of  great 
benefit  to  me  in  arranging  for  many 
meetings  with  employers,  and  acting  up- 
on grievances  between  the  organization 
and  the  firm,  and  am  pleased  to  say 
that  many  times  we  have  met  with  suc- 
cess, I  say  may  success  crown  the  efforts 
of  the  Civic  Federation,  and  keep  har- 
mony and  friendship  between  the  em- 
ployer and  the  trade  union  movement. 

1  would  feel  that  my  report  was  not 
finished  if  I  did  not  say  to  the  dele- 
gates to  this  Convention,  your  officers 
did  their  work  well  and  acted  as  their 
conscience  dictated.  It  would  take  up 
too  much  time  to  speak  of  the  work  done 
by  each  individual,  but  it  would  be 
unmanly  of  me  if  I  did  not  say  a  few- 
words  in  behalf  of  the  magnificent  work 
of  Vice-Pi-esident  James  W.  Wall  of 
Worcester,  representative  of  the  Build- 
ing Trades  in  bringing  to  the  State 
Branch  what  we  never  had  before,  some 
half  dozen  or  more  affiliations  of  local 
unions  from  Fitchburg,  Mass.,  with  many 
others  from  Worcester  and  Milford.  and 
his  good  work  in  that  part  of  Massa- 
chusetts in  the  interest  of  the  trade 
Tinion  movement. 

I  will  be  compelled  to  leave  out  many 
things  accomplished  and  work  done,  and 
I  know  that  the  report  that  I  have 
now  read  has  taken  up  much  valuable 
time  of  this  Convention. 

I  extend  my  personal  thanks  to  the 
representatives  of  the  trade  union  move- 
ment of  Massachusetts,  and  those  that 
I  came  in  contact  with  during  the  year 
for  their  kindness  to  me  and  to  the 
organizations  that  I  have  had  the  pleas- 
ure   of   addressing. 

To  the  public  press  I  thank  them  one 
and  all.  and  I  feel  that  this  report  is 
incomplete,  and  that  it  cannot  by  any 
means  convey  more  than  a  few  essential 
features. 

However,  the  subject  to  wdrich  I  have 
referred  should  be  of  some  interest  to 
you,  and  I  believe  receive  your  serious 
consideration.      I    hope    that    the    course 
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that  I  have  taken  regarding  them  and 
the  comments  which  I  have  made  will 
commend  themselves  to  you  for  your 
favorable   consideration   and   approval. 

To  my  Brother  and  Sister  Delegates 
and  to  the  trade  union  movement  of 
Massachusetts,  I  wish  you  God-speed  and 
Success.

Minutes  of  the  morning's  session 
was  adopted  as  read. 

Delegate  Buckley  asked  unanimous 
consent  to  introduce  a  resolution.  On 
motion  of  Delegate  Keaveney  of  Law- 
rence the  privilege  be  allowed  for  the 
introduction  of  the  resolution.  Motion 
was  carried. 

Delegate  Buckley,  Boot  and  Shoe 
Workers',  iii,  introduced  the  follow- 
ing resolution : 

Whereas,  The  lasters  employed  by 
the  W.  L.  Douglas  Shoe  Company  de- 
clared a  strike  and  attempted  to  force 
the  firm  to  recognize  an  independent 
union  of  lasters,  and  conspired  against 
and  violated  a  contract  between  the 
W.  L.  Douglas  Shoe  Company  and 
the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  Union, 
which  contract  has  been  in  existence 
smce  November,  1898;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boot  and  Shoe 
Workers'  Union  in  the  proper  pursuit 
of  their  obligations  under  a  contract, 
assisted  the  W.  L.  Douglas  Shoe  Com- 
pany, to  fill  the  places  of  the  contract 
breakers  ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Branch  of 
the  A.  F.  of  L.,  a  convention  assembled 
at  Milford,  Mass.,  disapprove  of  inde- 
pendent unions  hostile  to  the  legiti- 
mate trade  union  movement.  We  dis- 
approve of  contract  breaking.  We 
disapprove  of  that  kind  of  unionism 
which  applies  the  term  strike-breakers 
to  those  to  work  for  the  protection  of 
contracts  between  employers  and 
unions.  We  heartily  approve  of  the 
attitude  of  the  Douglas  Company  in 
observing  the  terms  of  their  contract 
against  the  attack  of  a  hostile  body  call- 
ing itself  a  trade  union  even  at  the  great 
inconvenience  and  financial  loss,  and 
we  re-affirm  our  endorsement  of  the 
union  stamp  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe 
Workers'  Union  in  appreciation  of  our 
approval  of  the  course  of  that  union  in 
protecting  its  contract  obligations. 

The  resolution  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Roll  was  called  and  delegates'  badges 
distributed  to  the  delegates.

From  October  i,  igo6  to  September  30,  1907. 


The  Executive  Council  has  held 
fourteen  meetings  during  the  past 
year.  Matters  of  much  importance 
have  been  referred  to  the  Executive 
Council  from  the  last  Convention. 
The  officers  have  given  much  time  and 
work  to  the  interest  of  the  trade  union 
movement  of  Massachusetts  and  have 
met  with  success  in  many  of  its  under- 
takings in  the  increasing  of  wages  and 
reducing  the  hours  of  labor.  No 
records  are  kept  by  the  Executive 
Council,  as  at  each  meeting  of  the 
Board  each  member  receives  a  type- 
written copy  of  the  actions  and  what 
transpired  at  the  meeting,  as  in  many 
cases  where  the  Employers'  Bill  for 
Injunctions  against  the  officers  of  the 
trade  union  movement  we  find  that 
they  seem  to  look  for  their  information 
in  the  records  of  the  various  organiza- 
tions as  their  evidence. 

A  matter  which  was  referred  to  the 
Executive  Council  by  the  last  Conven- 
tion was  to  bring  about  the  defeat  of 
the  various  State  Senators  who  voted 
against  the  Overtime  Bill  and  the 
various  Senators  who  could  not,  or 
would  not  explain  their  absence  while 
the  Bill  was  up  for  action.  The  Exec- 
utive Board  gave  a  hearing  to  Senator 
Beck  of  Chelsea  in  regard  to  his  ab- 
sence on  the  Overtime  Bill,  he  explain- 
ing that  he  did  not  leave  the  Senate 
Chamber  without  the  approval  of  the 
representatives  of  the  Textile  Workers, 
and  always  did  and  would  support 
legislation  in  the  interest  of  the  Over- 
time Bill.  After  writing  to  Represen- 
tative Parks  of  Fall  River  to  ascertain 


if  the  statement  of  Senator  Beck  of 
Chelsea  was  correct  the  Board  voted 
to  take  no  action  against  the  said 
senator  as  the  statement  was  found  to 
be  true. 

The  Executive  Board  also  gave  a 
hearing  to  Senator  John  J.  Gartland  to 
explain  his  reason  for  being  absent 
when  the  Overtime  Bill  was  up  to  be 
voted  upon.  He  stated  that  he  was  in 
Northampton  attending  a  meeting  of 
the  Committee.  Senator  Gartland 
stated  that  he  was  willing  to  leave  his 
case  in  the  hands  of  Senator  D.  D. 
Mahoney  of  Chicopee  and  then  the 
Executive  Council  voted  to  stand  b)' 
the  action  of  the  meeting  held  in 
Faneuil  Hall,  April  24th,  and  that  the 
Executive  Council  work  to  bring  about 
his  defeat  in  his  candidacy  for  Alder- 
man of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Your  officers  gave  much  time  in 
bringing  about  the  defeat  of  the  vari- 
ous Senators  whose  vote  was  against 
the  Overtime  Bill  in  the  Senate  of  1906. 
The  good  work  carried  on  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Covmcil  has  shown  its  results 
in  the  defeat  of  the  many  Senators  and 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Executive  Board 
these  men  holding  elective  office  have 
learned  a  lesson  for  the  future. 

Your  officers  went  to  the  City  of 
Lowell  and  worked  with  the  Lowell 
Central  Labor  Union  and  accom- 
plished the  defeat  of  Horton  H.  Hilton. 
Your  Executive  Board  assigned  ex- 
President  James  R.  Crozier  to  that 
city  for  a  week  so  that  no  stone  would 
be  left  unturned  to  defeat  Mr.  Hilton 
for  the  Senate. 
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Senator  Daniel  W.  Lane  who  was  a 
candidate  for  Congress  was  also  de- 
feated and  much  credit  must  be  given 
to  the  many  men  in  the  trade  union 
movement  of  Boston  for  organizing 
and  bringing  about  the  defeat  of  Mr. 
Lane  because  he  did  not  support  the 
Overtime  Bill. 

The  work  carried  on  by  the  Conven- 
tion at  Lawrence  of  1 906,  backed  up  by 
your  Executive  Board  of  the  State 
Branch  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.,  may  claim 
all  credit  for  bringing  success  to  the 
Bill  that  is  now  a  law  known  as  the 
Overtime  Bill,  and  assisting  to  bring 
about  the  defeat  of  the  following  men 
who  were  opposed  to  the  Overtime  Bill. 
Senator  Daniel  W.  Lane  of  Boston, 
Horton  H.  Hilton  of  Lowell,  John  W. 
Grosvenor  of  Lynn,  Harris  Hunter  of 
Marlboro,  Rodman  Peabody  of  Cam- 
bridge and  John  J.  Gartland  of  Boston. 
All  these  men  voted  against  or  dodged 
the  Overtime  Bill  in  1906. 

One  of  the  most  important  questions 
taken  up  by  your  Executive  Board  was 
in  reference  to  the  amendment  of  the 
eight-hour  law.  Your  Executive  Coun- 
cil held  a  public  meeting  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  at  which  many  trades  were 
represented,  to  have  a  Bill  drawn  up 
that  would  be  satisfactory  to  all  trades 
so  that  the  eight-hour  law  could  be  en- 
forced. After  several  meetings  in  the 
interest  of  the  eight-hour  law  it  was  a 
unanimous  vote  by  all  those  present 
that  the  State  Branch  present  the 
eight-hour  bill  which  is  now  a  law  and 
which  gives  to  those  doing  work  for  or 
working  for  the  city  or  town  direct  an 
eight-hour  law  that  can  be  enforced. 

Mr.  L.  D.  Brandeis  of  Boston  ap- 
peared before  the  Executive  Council 
in  reference  to  a  Bill  being  introduced 
to  the  Legislature  giving  the  right  to 
the  Savings  Banks  to  carry  on  insur- 
ance. The  Executive  Council  had  a 
circular  printed  explaining  the  matter 
in  full  and  sent  it  to  the  various  unions 
in  the  State  for  their  action  without 
any  recommendation  from  the  Board. 

The  Executive  Council  sent  a  circu- 
lar out  to  various  unions  in  the  State 
in  opposition  to  Biannual  elections 
and  to  keep  the  unions  of  the  State  in- 
formed on  the  action  of  many  people 
trying  to  bring  about  a  law  for  Bian- 
nual elections. 

At  a  meeting  held  February  24th, 
1907,  the  Executive  Board  gave  to  Mr. 
F.  R.  Gordon  a  hearing  in  reference 
to  the  Resolution  passed  at  the  last 
State  Convention  in  condemnation  of 


Lieutenant-Governor  Eben  S,  Draper. 
There  were  present  at  that  meeting 
men  representing  the  Iron  Molders' 
International  Union  and  the  American. 
Federation  of  Labor.  The  hearing 
lasted  some  few  hours  and  was  taken 
down  and  consists  of  twenty  type-writ- 
ten pages  which  has  been  referred  to  a 
committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  State  Branch,  they  to  meet 
before  the  Convention  and  to  report 
with  recommendations  their  findings 
to  the  Convention  in  Milford,  October, 
1907.  This  matter  is  in  reference  to 
where  organized  labor  acted  to  bring 
about  the  defeat  of  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Eben  S.  Draper  for  which  the 
Massachusetts  State  Branch  was- 
charged  with  being  unfair,  etc.,  there- 
fore the  Executive  Council  gave  a 
hearing  to  all  parties  interested  and 
the  records  of  the  full  hearing  will  be 
read  to  the  delegates  of  the  Conven- 
tion and  the  matter  will  be  left  in  their 
hands  without  any  change  of  action  or 
otherwise  from  the  Executive  Council. 
On  March  1 7th  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil called  together  representatives  of 
the  various  City  Employes'  Unions  of 
the  State  and  formed  a  State  organiza- 
tion of  the  same  as  requested  by  reso- 
lution of  the  last  Convention.  The 
organization  has  taken  up  the  work 
of  organizing  City  Employes  in  the 
cities  and  towns  and  up  to  date  they 
have  met  with  success. 

The  Executive  Council  took  up  the 
question  of  placing  a  Memorial  over 
the  grave  of  the  late  George  E.  Mc- 
Neill which  was  dedicated  on  Memorial 
Day  at  Forest  Hills  Cemetery.  Assist- 
ing at  the  dedication  was  President 
Samuel  Gompers  and  Vice-President 
James  Duncan  and  various  representa- 
tives of  the  trade  union  movement. 
We  beUeve  this  act  to  be  a  credit  to 
organized  labor  of  the  country. 

On  March  loth,  1907,  the  Executive 
Council  held  a  joint  meeting  with  the 
Executive  Council  of  the  Boston  Cen- 
tral Labor  Union  in  reference  to  the 
matter  pertaining  to  the  Recess  Com- 
mittee so  that  action  might  be  taken  ; 
many  members  of  the  Legislature  were 
invited  to  be  present.  Senator  Ma- 
honey  of  Chicopee,  Senator  Cassidy 
of  Adams,  Senator  Vahey  of  Water- 
town, Senator  Salter  of  Lynn,  Senators 
Linehan  and  Bromberg  of  Boston  and 
Representative  Turtle  of  Pittsfield, 
O'Brien  and  McGrath  of  Worcester, 
Parks  of  Fall  River,  Quinn,  Conway 
and  D.  J.  McDonald  of  Boston   were 
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present.  The  result  of  the  meeting 
was  the  ruhng  of  the  Chair  that  the 
action  of  the  Convention  would  be 
carried  out  in  reference  to  legislation. 

The  Executive  Council  appointed 
D.  D.  Driscoll  *to  take  the  place  of 
Frank  K.  Foster  while  he  was  sick,  in 
reference  to  the  legislation  before  the 
Legislature. 

The  following  Bill  was  called  to  the 
attention  of  the  Executive  Council  by 
Mr.  P.  Maloney  of  the  Theatrical 
Stage  Employes  as  the  Bill  being 
recommended  by  the  Joint  Judiciary 
Committee  favorably  but  before  action 
be  taken  upon  it  Mr.  Maloney  called 
attention  of  the  Executive  Council  to 
the  same. 

AN   ACT. 

Relative  to  the  appearing  on  the  Stage 
of  Children  under  the  Care,  Custody 
or   Control  of  Charitable   Corpora- 
tions. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  State  and  House 

of  Representatives  in    General  Court 

assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 

same,  as  follows : 

1  Section  i.      The    provisions    of 

2  sections    twenty-eight    and    forty- 

3  five  of   chapter  one    hundred  and 

4  ninety-nine  of  the  acts  of   the  j^ear 

5  nineteen  hundred  and  six,  shall  not 

6  be    construed   to   prohibit   the  ap- 

7  pearing  or  performing  on  the  stage 

8  of  children  who  are  under  the  care, 

9  custody  or  control  of  any  charitable 

10  association  incorporated  under  the 

11  laws  of  the   Commonwealth;  pro- 

12  vided   that  such  association   shall 

13  first  procure  from  the  chief  of  the 

14  district  police  a  license  permitting 

1 5  such  appearing  or  performing.  The 

16  chief   of  the   district  police   shall 

1 7  have  the  right  in  his  discretion  to 

18  grant  or  refuse  such  license,  to  fix 

19  the  terms  and   conditions  thereof, 

20  and  to  revoke  the  same  at  any  time. 

1  Section  2.     This  act   shall   take 

2  effect  upon  its  passage. 

House  No.  1296. 

The  Executive  Board  believed  that 
if  the  same  became  a  law  that  it  would 
make  room  for  Child  Labor,  therefore, 
the  Executive  Council  voted  to  bring 
about  the  defeat  of  the  same  and 
waited  upon  the  Governor  of  the  Com- 
monwealth to  veto  it  which  he  said  he 
would  do. 

The  following  Resolution  was  pres- 
ented to  the  Executive  Council  coming 
from    the    Brockton    Central    Labor 


Union    and    the   Trades   Council    of 

Lowell : 

Whereas,  The  Brockton  Central 
Labor  Union  and  other  unions  in 
Massachusetts  have  denounced  the 
scheme  of  a  legislative  recess  commit- 
tee on  Labor  measures  and  piledged 
themselves  to  use  every  effort  in  the 
election  districts  to  defeat  those  who 
would  not  aid  us  in  securing  decisive 
consideration  by  the  present  legisla- 
ture as  voted  by  our  State  Convention 
in  Lawrence ;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved^  That  we  request  the  P'.x- 
ecutive  Committee  of  the  State  Branch, 
A.  F.  of  L.,  to  call  into  conference 
delegates  from  all  Central  Labor 
Unions  and  all  local  unions  and  other 
labor  organizations  in  Massachusetts 
as  we  did  on  the  Overtime  Bill  to  con- 
sider what  attitude  organized  labor 
shall  assume  towards  the  said  recess 
committee  and  legislators  responsible 
for  it  and  to  advance  the  work  of 
organizing  in  election  districts  to  pro- 
tect the  interests  of  the  wealth  pro- 
ducers politically;  and  pending  the 
action  by  such  a  conference  and  sub- 
ject to  it  we  hold  that  inasmuch  as 
organized  labor  was  formal  and  unani- 
mous in  its  declaration  that  it  did  not 
want  a  recess  committee  and  would 
politically  oppose  those  who  favored 
it  that  a  consistent,  dignified,  and  up- 
per-hand attitude  for  labor  to  assume 
would  be  to  repudiate  the  Recess  Com- 
mittee and  its  supporters  and  refuse 
to  attend  its  sessions  or  to  give  it  any 
countenance  whatever.

Your  Executive  Board  voted  to  hold 
no  such  meeting  as  they  believed  that 
such  matters  of  calling  the  working- 
men  together  to  organize  politically 
was  against  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  Branch  of  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor.  They  further  believe 
that  if  such  actions  are  to  take  place 
and  such  meetings  to  be  held  in  the 
future  that  the  delegates  at  the  Con- 
vention so  decide  so  that  the  question 
may  be  settled  once  and  for  all. 

Your  Executive  Council  took  action 
with  reference  to  having  Mr.  Pigeon 
reappointed  in  the  Bureau  of  Statistics 
but  we  are  ver}^  sorry  to  say  we  did 
not  meet  with  success. 
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The  Executive  Council  appointed 
D.  D.  DriscoU  to  appear  before  the 
Recess  Committee  who  held  meetings 
during  the  year  in  the  interest  of 
organized  labor. 

Your  Executive  Board  endorsed  the 
testimonial  to  be  tendered  to  Frank  K. 
Foster  to  have  a  circular  sent  through- 
out the  various  Unions  of  Massachu- 
setts of  the  same. 

Through  the  work  of  the  Executive 
Council  in  some  of  the  large  depart- 
ment stores  in  the  various  cities  in  our 
State  they  have  placed  the  firemen  on 
an  eight-hour  day  and  increased  their 
wages  to  a  union  wage. 

President  Cohen  with  the  sanction 
of  the  Executive  Council  assigned 
Vice-President  Wall  to  visit  the  unions 
in  the  district  of  Worcester,  Fitchburg 
and  surrounding  places,  his  work 
bringing  about  the  result  of  many  new 
affiliated  unions. 

The  officers  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil always  work  hard  in  the  interest  of 
trade  labels  and  the  advancement  of 
the  same,  attending  many  public  meet- 
ings in  the  interest  of  the  trade  union 
movement,  assisting  to  organize  the 
unorganized  and  for  the  support  and 
treatment  that  they  have  received  by 
the  many  representatives  of  organized 
labor  they  extend  their  thanks  for  the 
same. 

This  report  is  a  synopsis  of  some  of 
the  work  carried  on  by  your  Executive 
Council  during  the  past  year.  We  are,

SECOND  DAY'S  SESSION,  A.  M. 

Convention  was  called  to  order  at 
9  A.  M. 

President  Edward  Cohen  in  the 
chair. 

On  motion,  roll-call  was  dispensed 
with. 

Mmutes  of  Monday  afternoon's  ses- 
sion were  read  and  approved. 

The  Legislative  Committee's  report 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Legislative  Report  without  being  read, 
as  follows  I 

REPORT  OF  LEGISLATIVE 
COMMITTEE. 

The  records  of  the  members  of  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature  for  1907  as 
far  as  labor  is  concerned  is  not  one  that 
the  labor  movement  of  Massachusetts 
can  be  proud  of. 

The  various  bills  introduced  by  the 
representative  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Sranch,  A.  F.  of  L.,  we  feel 
pleased  to  say  that  amongst  them  the 
famous  Overtime  Bill,  this  long  sought 
for  measure  for  the  textile  workers  of 
Massachusetts  has  now  become  a  law, 
finding  only  one  vote  in  the  Senate 
against  it,  that  was  Senator  Butterick 
of  Worcester. 

The  work  carried  on  by  the  State 
Convention  held  in  the  City  of  Law- 
rence and  the  various  meetings  held 
throughout  the  State  to  bring  about 
the  defeat  of  those  Senators  who  voted 
against  the  Overtime  Bill  last  year 
met  with  success,  and  through  the 
good  work  of  the  officers  of  the  State 
Branch  many  friends  were  elected  and 
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the  enactment  of  this  Bill  to  law  the 
State  Branch  of  Massachusetts  can 
claim  the  credit  and  be  well  proud  of 
their  work. 

The  Eight  Hour  Bill  in  which  was 
amended  so  as  to  read:  "  No  man  shall 
be  requested  to  work  more  than  eight 
hours  per  day  under  a  penalty  of  a  #50 
hne  "  also  became  a  law. 

THE  PUBLIC  OPINION  BILL. 

The  Public  Opinion  Bill  which  re- 
ceived a  favorable  report  of  the  com- 
mittee who  had  the  same  referred  to 
them  and  which  brought  forth  much 
discussion  on  the  floor  of  the  lower 
house,  and  perhaps  the  strongest  in- 
fluence that  was  ever  brought  to  the 
State  House  in  opposition  to  bring 
about  the  defeat  of  the  same. 

Your  committee  believes  that  your 
delegates  to  this  convention  should 
make  some  special  effort  to  make  the 
Public  Opinion  Bill  a  law  as  this  one 
bill  will  be  of  interest  to  every  working 
man  and  employer  in  the  State  of 
Massachusetts,  and  something  should 
be  done  by  this  Convention  to  see 
that  men  are  elected  to  the  Legislature 
in  favor  of  the  same. 

Many  bills  have  been  presented  to 
the  Legislature  this  year  coming  from 
employers  whose  men  were  on  strike 
and  from  employers  who  believe  that 
the  trade  union  movement  or  the  trade 
label  has  no  right  in  any  free  country, 
city  or  town.  Many  of  their  bills  were 
constructed  so  as  not  to  allow  a  man  if 
he  felt  so  disposed  to  leave  a  hotel 
where  a  strike-breaker  was  boarding 
or  to  take  the  freedom  away  from 
every  union  man  to  eat  at  any  table 
and  to  board  wherever  he  might 
choose.  This  bill  originated  from  the 
Employing  Machinist's  of  Lynn  who 
had  two  strike-breakers  before  the 
committee  saying  that  men  in  Massa- 
chusetts refused  to  board  or  room  in 
the  same  lodging  house  with  them. 
They  also  introduced  a  bill  as  an  in- 
jury to  our  trade  labels.  All  these 
bills  have  met  with  defeat. 

EMPLOYERS'  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Employers'  Association  as  usual 
had  their  talented  lawyers  there  to 
represent  them  in  opposition  to  all 
labor  bills  and  in  the  interest  of  some 
bills  presented  by  them  to  strike  a 
blow  at  the  trade  union  movement  of 
Massachusetts.  Not  only  did  the  Em- 
ployers' Association  have  their  repre- 
sentatives there  but  also  the  Master 
Builders'  Association  and  the  Emplo}-- 


ers'  Association  represented  by  their 
representative  who  opposes  bills  in  the 
interest  of  labor. 

INJUNCTIONS. 

House  Bill  No.  942  introduced  by 
the  representative  of  the  State  Branch, 
endorsed  by  the  Legislative  Committee 
and  the  Executive  Council  as  the  one 
bill  to  concentrate  their  efforts  ui^on 
defining  the  lines  of  equity  court  in 
trade  disputes  was  referred  to  that 
famous  Judiciary  Committee.  Mr. 
Taft  of  VVorcester,  Chairman.  Many 
people  introducing  bills  on  similar 
lines  in  reference  to  injunctions  and 
picketing,  etc.,  without  ever  presenting 
the  bill  to  organized  labor  for  their 
consideration  left  it  so  that  the  bill 
from  the  State  Branch  was  the  last 
bill  to  be  heard  before  this  famous 
committae. 

The  Picketing  Bill  known  as  the 
Cary  Picketing  Bill  was  not  introduced 
this  year  much  to  the  surprise  of  your 
committee. 

SICKNESS  OF  F.  K.  FOSTER. 

In  the  month  of  February  Frank  K. 
Foster  had  to  be  relieved  from  his 
work  as  Legislative  Agent  owing  to 
severe  sickness,  and  at  the  request  of 
Mr.  Foster  to  have  someone  appointed 
in  his  place  temporarily,  President 
Cohen  appointed  Secretary  D.  D. 
Driscoll  to  act  as  Legislative  Agent 
pro  fern,  and  at  the  hearing  of  the  vari- 
ous Injunction  Bills  before  this  famous 
Judiciary  Committee  when  they  al- 
lowed only  one  hour  for  a  hearing  on 
the  most  important  bill  in  the  interest 
of  organized  labor  before  the  Legisla 
ture  when  Secretary  Driscoll  was  talk- 
ing on  the  bill  before  the  Committee 
asking  for  plenty  of  time  so  that  they 
might  be  heard,  told  the  Judiciary 
Committee  that  it  was  the  most  im- 
portant piece  of  legislation  to  be  acted 
upon  this  year,  and  if  they  could  not 
or  did  not  wish  to  give  plenty  of  time 
for  a  discussion  of  this  important  legis- 
lation, he  said  in  the  interest  of  the 
labor  movement  give  us  a  Recess  Com- 
mission or  something  so  that  we  may 
be  heard  and  get  our  rights  as  free 
American  citizens  without  the  courts 
interferring  in  trade  disputes  by  the 
placing  of  their  injunctions  and  taking 
away  the  freedom  of  every  union  man 
in  Massachusetts.  He  also  stated  to 
the  committee  that  they  had  fair  hear- 
ings on  every  other  labor  bills  that 
were  introduced  to  the  Legislature  of 
1907  and  we  were  willing  to  go  up  and 
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down  with  them.  The  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee voted  to  recommend  to  the 
Senate  the  appointment  of  a  Recess 
Committee  on  all  bills  in  reference  to 
Injunctions  and  Picketing.  The  ofifi- 
cers  of  the  State  Branch  with  the 
Legislative  Committee  and  the  officers 
of  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union 
held  an  evening  meeting  and  invited 
many  members  ot  the  Legislature  to 
be  present  to  hear  their  views  on  the 
Recess  Committee  and  after  hours  of 
conference  the  orders  of  the  Conven- 
tion were  carried  out  by  the  officers  of 
the  State  Branch  opposing  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Recess  Committee  and  ask- 
ing for  the  passage  of  their  House 
Bill  No.  942.  The  Senate  refused  a 
reconsideration.  All  members  of  the 
lower  house  received  the  following 
notice. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Great  and 
General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts. 

JUSTICE. 
Gentlemen : 

The  Senate  passed  an  order  calling 
for  a  Recess  Committee  on  Labor  mat- 
ters, Tuesday,  March  26, 1907,  refusing 
reconsideration  at  the  request  of  Or-

The  House  refused  to  grant  our  re- 


quest and  later  on  they  referred  all  the 
bills  in   reference  to   the  Employers 
Liability  law  to  the  Recess  Committee 
and  also  the  Street  Carmens'  Bill  ask- 
ing for  nine  hours  in  eleven. 

We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the 
Legislative  Committee  believe  that  the 
work  carried  on  this  year  the  same  as 
the  past  years  in  the  interest  of  organ- 
ized labor  was  done  to  the  best  of  our 
ability. 

RECOMMENDATIONS.       ■ 

We  recommend  to  the  Convention 
that  some  action  be  taken  at  once  in 
reference  to  pledging  the  members  of 
the  Legislature  in  favor  of  House  Bill 
No.  942  better  known  as  the  Anti-In- 
junction Bill  of  the  State  Branch  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor. 

We  also  call  upon  the  individuals  or 
societies  introducing  bills  to  the  Legis- 
lature in  reference  to  Injunctions  that 
they  first  call  upon  and  present  their 
bills  for  consideration  to  the  Executive 
Council,  and  Legislative  Committee 
before  our  representatives  support 
them  or  take  any  action  upon  them  at 
the  various  hearings  given  by  the 
various  committees.  This  matter  is  a 
question  of  much  importance  to  organ- 
ized labor  of  Massachusetts  of  some 
individuals  presenting  bills  to  the 
Legislature  without  e/en  consulting 
organized  labor  and  at  the  last  moment 
serving  notice  upon  the  Legislative 
agent  or  members  of  the  committee  to 
assist  them  at  the  hearings.  While 
we  believe  that  the  representative  of 
labor  should  watch  all  legislation  per- 
taining to  labor  we  also  believe  that  as 
members  of  the  trade  union  movement 
and  as  representatives  of  organized 
labor  that  we  should  be  consulted  first 
before  these  bills  are  presented  to  see 
whether  we  approve  of  them  or  not, 
because  in  many  cases  where  many  of 
these  bills  are  introduced  it  keeps 
back  the  bills  presented  by  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Branch  of  the  A.  F.  of  L. 

We  further  recommend  that  we  con- 
centrate the  efforts  of  organized  labor 
for  the  next  year  in  the  interest  of 
passing  legislation  defining  the  rights 
of  equity  courts  in  trade  disputes  or 
better  known  as  the  Anti-Injunction 
Bills.  We  believe  that  each  Central 
Labor  Union  should  take  up  this  ques- 
tion on  the  return  home  of  the  dele- 
gates so  that  we  may  have  men  elected 
to  office  who  will  assist  to  restore  that 
freedom  which  the  Constitution  gives 
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to  us  all.

Resalved^  That  the  State  Branch  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor  in 
convention  assembled  at  Milford, 
Mass.,  disapproves  of  independent 
unions  hostile  to  the  legitimate  trade 
union  movement ;  we  disapprove  of 
contract  breaking;  we  disapprove  of 
that  kind  of  unionism  which  applies 
the  term  strike  breakers  to  those  who 
work  for  the  protection  of  contracts 
between  employers  and  unions.  We 
heartily  approve  of  the  attitude  of  the 
Douglas  Company  in  observing  the 
terms  of  their  contract  against  the  at- 
tack of  a  hostile  body  calling  itself  a 
trade  union,  even  at  great  inconveni- 
ence and  financial  loss,  and  we  re- 
affirm our  endorsement  of  the  union 
stamp  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers' 
Union  in  appreciation  of  our  approval 
of  the  course  of  that  union  in  protect- 
ing its  contract  obligations.

It  may  be  of  interest  to  the  memberh 
of  your  coming  state  convention  to  know 
that  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Civic  Federation  has  just  decided  to 
hold  a  public  discussion  of  the  question 
of  "Industrial  Education"  at  its  annual 
meeting,  at  the  Ford  Building,  early  in 
January,  probably  the  9th,  but  the  exact 
date  will  be  announced  later.

Committee  on  report  of  the  hearing 
taken  down  in  reference  to  Eben  S.  Dra- 
per  nnnouncod    they    were    ready    to    re- 
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port. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
evidence  Hubmitted  to  the  Committee  be 
read  by  Secretary  Driscol).     Canied. 

Secretary  Driscoll  read  the  evidence, 
consisting  of  20  typewritten  pages. 

Delegate  Gallagher  made  the  following 
report  to  the  committee. 
SPP]CIAL  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED 
BY  THE  EXECUTIVE  COM- 
MITTEE. 
Milford,  Mass.,  Oct.  16,  1907. 
To   the   Twenty-second    Annual    Conven- 
tion    of    the     Massachusetts     State 
Branch  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor,  Greeting: — 

Your  Committee  appointed  by  Presi- 
dent Cohen  to  investigate  the  charges 
made  by  F.  R.  Gordon,  who  was  at  the 
time  an  organizer  for  the  A.  F.  of  L. 
prior  to  the  State  election,  1906,  that  the 
State  Branch  Convention  at  Lawrence, 
.slopped  over  when  that  body  passed  reso- 
lution No.  24. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  united  senti- 
ment of  Massachusetts  State  Branch  of 
the  A.  F.  of  L.,  that  the  hour  has 
struck  in  self  defence  of  its  organized 
life,  organized  labor  must  stand  shoulder 
to  shoulder  in  defence  of  the  sacred 
rights. 

Whereas,  Eben  S.  Draper  of  Hopedale, 
Mass.,  has  been  nominated  for  Lieut.- 
Oovernor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas- 
sachusetts, it  is  the  united  sentiment 
of  this  Convention  that  the  Union  men 
of  the  State  would  exert  every  effort  to 
defeat  the  said  Draper  at  the  coming 
election. 

In  all  the  annals  of  Unionism  there 
never  appeared  a  more  bitter  foe  to  or- 
ganized labor  tnan  Eben  S.  Draper,  as 
being  shown  by  his  acts  in  the  past,  and 
that  it  is  the  opinion  of  all  the  condi- 
tions of  affairs  as  they  exist  at  Hope- 
dale  is  a  blot  u]X)n  our  country  and  its 
constitution,  and  also  the  conduct  of 
Charles  H.  Winslow,  first  Vice-President 
of  the  State   Branch. 

After  carefully  considering  the  docix- 
nientary  evidence  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  executive  board  of  the  State  Branch 
and  makins  inquiries  in  other  directions 
find: 

That  Mr.  F.  R.  Goi-don,  who  was  either 
ignorant  of  the  facts  in  the  case  or  he 
wilfully  misrepresented  them  when  he 
made  the  statement  relative  to  the  trou- 
ble of  the  Iron  Moulders  with  Eben  S. 
Draper,  the  evidence  submitted  justified 
the  demands  and  continuance  of  the  op- 
position that  has  been  made  thus  far  to 
Eben  S.  Draper,  and  we  suggest  that  our 
executive  committee  be  made  the  cam- 
paign committee  with  power  to  add  to 
its  numbers  to  take  up  the  campaign 
against  Eben  S.  Draper  and  seciu'e  the 
largest    possible    vote    against   him. 


Mr.  Gordon  has  laid  great  stress  on 
the  fact  that  the  resolutions  were  intro- 
duced by  Mr.  C.  A.  Littlefield,  a  business 
opponent  of  Mr.  E.  S.  Draper,  and  Mr. 
Littlefield  states  in  a  letter  to  Mr.  Dra- 
per, a  copy  of  which  appears  in  the  docu- 
mentary evidence,  that  he,  Littlefield, 
was  responsible  for  the  act  of  the  con- 
vention at  Lawrence.  Your  committee 
finds  that  these  statements  while  mis- 
leading as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  resolu- 
tions were  presented  in  the  regular  way 
by  a  member  of  Street  Railway  Em- 
ployees, No.  280,  of  Lowell,  was  referred 
to  the  resolution  committee  and  was  re- 
ported back  to  the  convention  by  that 
committee. 

The  delegation  knew  nothing  about  lire 
interest  of  Mr.  Littlefield  in  the  resolu- 
tion and  were  not  influenced  by  him  in 
any  way. 

Mr.  Gordon's  statements  that  Mr.  Dra- 
per bought  coal  for  .$15.00  per  ton  and 
sold  it  to  his  employees  for  $8.00  during 
the  winter  of  the  coal  strike,  we  find 
upon  reliable  information  to  be  incorrect, 
but  that  is  entirely  beside  the  matter 
under  consideration  for  allowance  that 
the  average  wages  were  $11. .50  every 
week  for  all  employees,  even  this  price 
was  exorbitant.  Mr.  Gordon  intimates 
that  the  Draper  tenements  were  rented 
for  $1.75  per  week.  By  information 
gathered  by  your  committee  we  find  that 
this  statement  is  also  wi-ong.  The  lowest 
vent  is  at  least  50  per  cent,  higher  than 
the  price  mentioned. 

The  fact  that  Mr.  W.  H.  Barney  of  the 
Hopedale  Ice  Company,  being  indicted 
by  the  Grand  Juiy  of  Suffolk  County 
for  conspiring  to  raise  the  price  of  ice. 
^[r.  Barney  being  a  I'epresentative  of  the 
Draper  Coal  and  Ice  Company,  shows 
tliat  Mr.  Draper  did  not  exert  himself 
very  much  to  keep  the  price  of  ice  from 
being  raised. 

It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  your 
committee  that  Mr.  Gordon  while  pre- 
tending to  be  working  in  the  interest  of 
organized  labor  was  realh^  working  for 
the  election  of  Eben  S.  Draper  to  the 
office  of  Lieut. -Governor  and  contrary  to 
the  doctrine  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.,  which  is 
to  defeat  your  enemies  and  elect  yowy 
friends,  as  the  action  of  the  State  Branch 
on  Mr.  Drapers  candidacy  shows. 

Therefore,  We  recommend  that  Presi- 
dent Gompers  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  be  re- 
quested to  revoke  F.  R.  Gordon's  com- 
mission  as   an   organizer  without   delay. 

Now  as  to  C.  A.  Winslow,  first  vice- 
president  of  the  State  Branch:  Mr. 
Winslow  was  commissioned  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board  of  the  State  Branch  to 
make  a  short  tour  of  the  western  part 
of  the  State  to  address  meetings  and 
to  support  the  attitude  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  we  believe  if  he  carried  on  his 
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work  as  ordered  by  the  Convention,  and 
as  he  voted,  he  should  have  denied  the 
intei'view  published  by  the  "Haverhill 
Sunday  Record"  of  October  23.  1906, 
which  reads  as  follows: 

The  Hearst  movement  through  its 
agent,  E.  Gerry  Brown,  the  so-called  can- 
didate for  Lieut.-Governor.  in  commit- 
ting the  A.  F.  of  L.  Convention  to  the 
anti-Draper  resolution  is  proving  a  boom- 
erang. Vice-President  ^  Winslow  of  the 
A.  F.  of  L.  makes  no  bones  of  calling  it 
0  dastardly  trick  and  asserts  from  now 
on  he  shall  work  and  support  the  candi- 
dacy of  Lieut.-Governor  Draper.  He 
goes  so  far  as  to  say  it  was  unjust,  un- 
fair and  un-American,  and  no  members 
of  any  organization  can  dictate  or  control 
the  suffrage  of  the  great  public;  and  he, 
with  others  proposed  to  tea«h  Mr.  Brown 
and  the  Hearst  outfit  that  they  cannot 
boss  American  Labor,  and  as  the  cam- 
paign progresses,  their  attitude  will  be 
A\'ell  worth  watching. 

Mr.  Winslow  has  been  interviewed  by 
officers  of  the  State  Branch  and  he  does 
not  deny  the  article  in  question  was  au- 
thorized by  him.  Mr.  Winslow's  atti- 
tude after  voting  yes  on  motion  to  adopt 
resolution  No.  24  at  the  convention  held 
at  Lawrence,  and  having  the  confidence 
of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  State 
Branch  to  the  extent  that  they  ap- 
pointed him  to  act  as  the  mouthpiece  of 
organized  labor  in  carrying  ou.t  the  in- 
structions of  the  convention,  and  then 
acting  and  talking  just  the  opposite  to 
those  instructions,  is  deemed  by  youi 
committee  worthy  of  censure  or  such  ad- 
ditional action  as  the  body  may  deter- 
mine. 

Finally,  your  committee  decides  that 
the  action  of  the  convention  at  Law- 
rence was  justified  by  the  record  of  Ebt'n 
S.  Draper  in  his  dealings  of  organized 
labor,  and  we  recommend  that  this  Con- 
vention endorse  the  action  taken  at  the 
convention  held  at  Lawrence  in  adopting 
resolution  No.  24. 

We  also  submit  the  following  resolu- 
tion to   this  Convention: 

Resolved,  That  we  (condemn  Lieut.- 
(Tovernor  Draper  and  his  attitude  toward 
organized  labor  at  Hopedale,  where  he 
discriminated  against  union  labor  and 
from  which  town  he  drove  out  the  ma- 
chinists and  union  iron  moulders,  and  we 
call  on  organized  labor  to  exercise  itself 
in  an  effort  to  defeat  his  candidacy  for 
the  office  of  Lieut.-Governor.

A^Tiereas,  The  American  Tobacco  Com- 
pany, better  known  as  the  "Tobacco 
Trust,"  are  using  all  means  to  get  abso- 
lute control  of  the  tobacco  industry  of 
the  United  States.  The  American  To- 
bacco Company  has  been  charged  as  be- 
ing the  worst  evil,  and  the  greatest  men- 
ace to  the  Republic  on  the  floor  of  Con- 
gress, such  charge  is  true,  and  has  been 
borne  out  by  an  investigation  now  being 
carried  on  by  the  Government. 

Their  strength  lies  in  the  profits  they 
make  of  the  working  men.  Their  power 
for  evil  can  be  destroyed.  Hundreds  of 
homes  can  be  blessed  by  the  presence  of 
children,  taking  them  out  of  trust  fac- 
tories, and  giving  them  the  rights  of 
childhood  by  the  Avage  earners  refusing 
to  purchase  cigars,  tobacco  or  cigarettes 
not  bearing  the  Blue  Label  of  the  Cigai 
Makers'  International  Union  and  Inter- 
national  Tobacco   Workers'   Union.

Whereas,  The  "Los  Angeles  Times," 
having  secured  the  unlimited  financial 
backing  of  the  American  Manufacturers' 
Association  and  kindred  hostile  organ- 
izations of  capital,  is  today,  under  the 
pretense  of  being  the  ■  leading  exponent 
of  the  so-called  ''open  shop,"  indeed  the 
most  unfair,  unscrupulous  and  malignant 
enemy  of  organized  labor  in  America; 
and 

Whereas,  The  "Los  Angeles  Times"  is 
concentrating  all  its  energies  to  disrupt 
the  unions  of  Los  Angeles,  and,  unless 
strenuously  resisted  and  checked,  will 
destroy  not  only  the  organization  of  la- 
bor, but  also  crush  the  spirit  of  the  work- 
ers for  justice  and  right,  and  would  be- 
foul the  good  name  and  honor  of  Los 
Angeles  and  make  of  it  the  breeding 
place  for  strike-breakers  of  all  crafts  and 
trades;  and 

Whereas,  All  thinkere  and  observers 
accord  to  labor  organizations  the  honor 
and  credit  of  being  the  real  factors  in 
the  advancement  and  improvement  in  the 
condition  of  the  working  people  of  not 
only  Los  Angeles,  but  of  the  entire  coun- 
try, we  recognize  the  tactics  of  the  "Lo? 
Angeles  Times"  and  its  cohorts  as  at- 
tempting the  annihilation  of  the  organ- 
izations of  labor,  first,  with  the  prime 
object  of  reducing  wages,  imposing  their 
will  as  "masters"  and  tearing  down  the 
American  standard  of  life  of  America's 
workers. 

Whereas,  The  International  Typo- 
graphical Union,  having  expended  more 
than  fifty  thousand  dollai-s  in  Los  An- 
geles in  defending  the  cause  of  labor 
from  the  vicious  attacks  of  the  "Los  An- 
geles Times"  and  the  Citizens'  Alliance, 
now  believes  this  struggle  in  Los  An- 
geles has  become  national  in  its  scope, 
vitally  affecting  all  labor,  and  that  it 
should  therefore  be  financed  and  canied 
on  by  America's  labor  movement, 
through  its  recognized  head,  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  each  and  eveiy  organ- 
ization affiliated  with  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  be  requested  and 
urged  to  levy  an  assessment  of  one  per 
cent,  per  month  per  member  for  a  period

State 
Branch  in  Convention  assembled,  hereby 
endorses  the  policy  of  defeating  the  ene- 
mies of  organized  labor,  who  hold  pub- 
lic office,  and  electing  to  public  office, 
regardless  of  political  parties  only  those 
who  are  friendly  to  organized  labor. 
EIGHT  HOURS. 
That  eight  hours  shall  constitute  a 
days'  work  has  now  become  a  law  by 
the  efi'ort  of  organized  labor,  and  it 
should  be  borne  in  mind  by  those  who 
enjoy  it  today  that  organizled  laboi 
first  established  eight  hours  for  a  days' 
work  in  the  several  employments  be- 
fore the  Legislature  was  asked  to  enact 
it  into  law,  the  amendment  to  the  law 
this  year  was  a  perfecting  amendment 
and  prohibits  the  contractor  for,  or  the 
agent  of  the  cities,  towns,  counties  of 
State  from  requesting  or  requiring  em- 
ployees from  w^orking  more  than  eight 
hours  in  one  day,  or  48  hours  in  one 
week. 

It  also  provides  for  a  penalty,  and  also 
designates  an  engineer  as  a  mechanic 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  where 
before  they  were  excluded  by  being 
classed  as  professional  men.  Your  com- 
mittee endorses  the  action  of  the  Exec- 
utive  Board   in    holding   hearings   Avhere 


all  parties  concerned  had  a  chance  to 
express  their  opinions  on  the  proposed 
changes  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 
HowH  of  tlie  empkjyees  of  the  cities 
and  towns  working  in  emergency  de- 
partments their  pay  was  reduced 
from  seven  to  six  days  and  we  believe 
that  the  Executive  Board  of  the  State 
iiranch  should  endeavor  to  have  these 
men  placed  on  a  seven  days'  rating, 
where  they  are  subject  to  an  emergency 
call. 

Jn  regard  to  the  violation  of  the  law 
in  Medford  your  committee  beg  leavu 
to  report  that  the  matter  be  referred 
to  the  Executive  Board  and  that  any 
violation  of  this  law  in  this,  or  any 
other  place  be  referred  to  the  proper 
authorities  be  reported  and  court  pro- 
ceedings instituted. 

THE  PUBLIC  OPINION  BILL. 
In  reference  to  this  bill  your  com- 
mittee believes  that  this  matter  should 
be  referred  to  the  Executive  Board,  and 
the  Legislative  Committee,  and  that  thi.4 
Convention  should  instruct  them  to 
draw  up  and  present  to  the  next  Legis- 
lature a  bill  for  the  initiative  and  refer- 
endum. We  believe  that  organized  labor 
should  not  be  satisfied  with  any  half 
way  measure  on  this  subject,  but  should 
make  the  stand  fairlv  and  squarely  on 
this  bill. 

RECESS  COMMITTEE. 
On  the  matter  of  Recess  Committee, 
we  believe  that  D.  D.  Driscoll,  repre- 
senting this  State  Branch,  should  have 
been  given  the  support  of  Organized 
Labor  in  the  stand  he  made  before  the 
Joint  Judiciary  Committee  when  he  re- 
quested that  time  be  given  to  liearing 
these  bills.  The  false  reports  given  out 
by  the  press  on  the  work  of  the  commit- 
tee should  have  been  investigated  by 
members  of  Labor  Organizations  before 
they  took  action  against  their  represen- 
tp.tive.  This  committee  believes  that 
under  the  circumstances  at  the  time  the 
request  was  made  that  Delegate  Dris- 
coll was  justified  in  asking  that  this  in- 
junction bills  be  heard  and  that  Del- 
egate Driscoll  be  commended  for  his 
act.  and  that  organized  labor  demand 
fi-om  the  committee  that  is  now  hearing 
the  matter  that  they  report  a  bill  en- 
dorsed bv  this  Convention. 
INJUNCTIONS. 
While  the  Recess  Committee  has  been 
hearing  representatives  of  labor  and  al- 
so the  employers,  and  as  Pres.  Gompers 
of  the  A.  F.  of  L.,  has  said  that  none 
of  the  bills  before  the  Legislature  last 
A-ear  should  be  championed  by  Organized 
Labor,  your  committee  therefore  recom- 
mended that  the  accompanyins  bill  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Board  and  the 
Leoislative  Committee,  they  to  frame  a 
bill  along  these  lines,  and  present  it  to 
the  next  Legislature  as  Organized  Labor 
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Bill,  and  that  the  candidates  for  the 
Legislature  be  interviewed  and  pledged 
to  support  this  bill. 

EMPLOYERS  LIABILITY. 
The  Bills  on  Employers  Liability  were 
referred  to  the  Recess  Committee,  and 
are  now  being  heard,  this  is  an  important 
question  for  the  working  men  of  the 
State,  and  yovir  Committee  recommends 
that  the  Legislative  Committee  auvl  tlie 
Executive  Board  present  a  bill  that  will 
give  to  the  workingman  justice  in  cases 
of  accident. 

STREET  CARMEN. 
This  bill  was  also  referred  to  the  Re- 
cess Committee,  and  your  Committee 
recommend  that  the  bill  providing  for  a 
work  day  of  nine  hours  in  eleven,  should 
be  endorsed  by  the  State  Branch  and  the 
Legislative  Committee  should  be  in- 
structed to  do  all  in  its  power  to  have 
the  bill  become  a  law. 

PRESENTING  BILL  TO  LEGIS- 
LATURE. 
In  the  past  many  bills  have  been  in- 
troduced to  the  Legislature,  marked 
Labor,  that  the  representatives  of  Or- 
ganized Labor  never  knew  anything 
about  them  until  they  found  them  at 
the  State  House.  It  is  the  opinion  of 
this  Committee  that  no  bill  should  be 
championed  by  Organized  Labor,  that 
has  not  been  presented  to  the  Executive 
Board  and  the  Legislative  Committee 
for  their  consideration.

in  Massachusetts. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee 
that  the  Executive  Committee  acted 
wisely  in  sending  out  that  circular  rela- 
tive to  the  Savings  Bank  Insurance  with- 
out recomendations  and  allowing  the  va- 
rious unions  to  deal  with  this  matter. 

Relative  to  the  joint  meeting  March 
10th  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
State  Branch  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  and  the 
Executive  Board  of  the  Boston  C.  L.  U., 
your  committee  cannot  understand  why 
the  chair  ruled  that  the  action  of  the 
Convention  would  be  carried  out  in  ref- 
erence to  legislation  if  he  thought  it 
proper  for  him  to  call  a  joint  meeting. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that 
there  was  no  mistake  made  in  asking  for 
the  Recess  Committee  so  far  as  the  in- 
junctions and  picketing  bill  were  con- 
cerned, under  the  circumstances  at  that 
time. 

Your  committee  endorses  action  of  the 
Executive  Committee  on  House  Bill  1296. 
Act  relative  to  the  appearing  on  the 
stage  of  children  under  the  care,  custody 
or   control  of  charitable  corporations. 

Relative  to  the  resolution  coming  from 
the  Brockton  C.  L.  U.  and  the  Trades 
Council  of  Lowell,  your  committee  en- 
dorsed the  action  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  State  Branch  on  the  same. 

In  regard  to  the  action  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  in  arranging  for  a  tes- 
timonial to  be  tendered  to  Frank  K.  Fos- 
ter, your  Committee  heartily  endorses 
and  urges  upon  every  delegate  to  this 
Convention  to  use  his  influence  with  the 
craft  he  represents  to  take  part  in  same. 
The  continuous  good  work  that  Mr. 
Foster  has  performed  for  the  Labor 
movement,  nationally  as  well  as  locally, 
speaks  more  than  any  eulogy  our  com- 
mittee could  attempt  to  present.

At  a  regular  meeting  «>f  Boston 
Branch,  No.  2,  held  in  tiieir  headquarters 
on  OctoJK'r  14,  it  was  resolved  that  there 
lj(!  forwarded  to  the  Ollicers  of  the  State 
Jjjanch  of  A.  F.  of  L.^  now  in  .session  at 
thcij-  Annual  (  ojivcnt  inn  ,it  Milford, 
Mass.. 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  the  .State 
liianch  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  and  request 
their  aid  and  assistance  in  behalf  of  the 
National  League  of  Employees  of  Navy 
Factories  of  America,  that  they  request 
Yards,  Naval  Stations.  Aisenals  and  Gun 
all  Locals  who  are  affiliated  with  the 
State  Blanch  and  have  membeis  working 
in  the  Boston  Navy  Yard,  to  affiliate 
with  Boston  Branch,  No.  2,  in  order  that 
the  best  working  conditions  can  be  .se- 
cured; and  it  is  further 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Branch  in 
Convention  assembled  request  the  A.  F. 
of  L.  through  its  President,  Mr.  Samuel 
Gompers,  to  place  an  organizer  in  the 
field,  one  who  is  thoroughly  familiar 
and  in  sympathy  with  the  movement,  to 
organize  the  employees  in  the  above- 
named  Government  institution.

Referred  to  the  Executive  Council. 
To   the   Delegates  of   the   Twenty-second 
Annual  Convention: 

Your  Committee  on  Officers'  Report 
desires  to  make  the  following  report: 

W^e  commend  the  officers  for  their 
splendid  report  and  their  many  intelli- 
gent suggestions  made  in  the  interest  of 
the  ti"ade  movement,  and  we  recommend 
to  the  various  local  unions  of  ]Massa- 
chusetts  that  question  to  be  discussed 
in  all  local  unions  of  high  dues,  and  that 
in  their  educational  hour  various  men 
be  selected  to  speak  upon  trade  labels, 
so  that  the  various  members  of  the  va- 
rious unions  may  become  more  interested 
in  the  labels  of  all  crafts. 

And  we  further  recommend  that  the 
matter  in  reference  to  the  injunction 
asked  by  George  B.  Hugo  Company  be 
taken  up  by  the  incoming  Executive 
Council  and  a  recommendation  made  by 
the  president  in  reference  to  the  picture 
of  the  monument  dedicated  to  George 
E.  INIcNeil  be  published  in  the  proceed- 
ings of  this  Convention  and  the  same 
requests  be  made  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  and 
to   all  labor  papers   and   journals. 

Yoiir  committee  recommends  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  committee  of  three  to 
take  up  the  question  of  industrial  educa- 
tion in  trying  to  arrange  for  the  various 
meetings  through  the  State,  with  the 
Central  Labor  Union  and  the  Industrial 
Educational  Commissioners. 

We  also  endorse  the  recommendation 
made  by  the  secretary  to  have  a  speaker 
address  the  students  of  the  Institute  of 
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Technology  on  organization  of  labor,  and 
that  the  incoming  Executive  Council 
take  up  the  recommendation  made  by 
the  secretary  by  bringing  the  public-spir- 
ited men  together  to  our  city,  with  the 
rei^resentatives  of  labor  and  creating  and 
having  better  feelings  exist  between  the 
teamsters  and  employing  teamsters,  so 
that  in  time  of  strike  no  stone  will  be 
left  unturned  to  bring  both  sides  to- 
gether to  arrive  at  a  peaceful  settle- 
ment. 

We  recommend  that  that  report  of  the 
secretary  be  endorsed,  that  this  organiza- 
tion should  keep  free  from  all  political 
party  and  party  jjlatforms;  and  we  fur- 
ther recommend  that  before  the  State 
Branch  take  any  action  on  bills  intro- 
duced to  the  Legislature  that  they  must 
be  submitted  to  the  Legislative  Commit- 
tee for  their  approval  or  objection. 

We  recommend  that  the  incoming  Ex- 
ecutive Council  take  up  the  grievance 
of  the  City  Employees  of  Medford,  as 
recommended  in  the  secretary's  report, 
and  that  the  question  of  civil  service  be 
given  a  thorough  investigation  by  the 
incoming  ExecutiA'e  Board  and  report 
their  findings  and  recommendations  to 
the  next  Convention. 

We  agree  heartily  with  the  secretary 
in  his  report  that  Mr.  Pidgin  should 
have  been  confirmed  by  the  Governor's 
Council  for  past  services,  and  as  a  con- 
firmation of  all  positions  of  that  kind 
is  required,  we  believe  the  incoming  Ex- 
ecutive Council  should  locate  the  law 
upon  that  subject,  for  which  they  believe 
is  for  the  best  interest  of  the  people  of 
the  State,  and  their  recommendations 
jointly  with  the  Legislative  Committee 
be  reported  to  the  next  Convention. 

We  still  urge  the  opening  of  more  free 
employment  offices  and  the  appointment 
of  more  labor  men  there,  and  we  urge 
the  delegates  to  this  Convention  at  a 
time  of  lockout  or  strike  in  our  various 
crafts  that  they  notify  Mr.  Harry  Dun- 
derdale  of  the  State  Free  Employment 
Oflfice.  Eliot  Street,  Boston,  so  that  all 
njen  shall  be  notified  of  the  existing  dif- 
ficulties when  applying  for  work. 

We  endorse  and  recommend  that  when 
the  Legislative  Committee  present  a  bill 
to  make  Election  Day  a  legal  holiday. 

We  urge  the  Executive  Council  to  take 
lip  the  subject  and  urge  the  appointment 
of  more  labor  men  on  the  various  com- 
missions appointed  by  the  Governor  of 
the  Commonwealth,  so  that  labor  rights 
shall  be  protected. 

We  indorse  secretary's  recommenda- 
tion to  give  $50.00  to  the  F.  K.  Foster 
testimonal  and  recommend  the  same. 


We  compliment  the  officers  for  their 
magnificent  report  and  their  splendid 
work  carried  on  in  the  interests  of  the 
trade  union  movement  in  general.
